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Paul Edmondson (Suz) and Fred 
Andrews (Yam) scored the overall wins 
at the McArthur Two-Day ISDE Qualifi- 
er at McArthur, Ohio, May 29-30. Each 
day also counted as separate rounds (six 
and seven) of the AMA Acerbis Nation- 
al Enduro Series. Edmondson topped 
Andrews, Mike Lafferty (KTM), 
Randy Hawkins (Yam) and Ty Davis 
(Yam) on the first day of competition, 
and Andrews finished ahead of Davis, 
Doug Blackwell (Yam), Edmondson 
and Destry Abbott (Ка). on the second 
day. Davis heads the National Enduro 
Series points table with 163, followed by 
Hawkins with 123 and Lafferty with 
118.. 


Tommy Ahvala (G-G) won both rounds 
(six and seven) of the AMA NATC 
Observed Trials Series in Washougal, 
Washington, May 29-30. On Saturday, 
Ahvala finished ahead of Geoff Aaron 
(Bet), Ryon Bell (Mon), Raymond 
Peters (Bul) and Dennis Sweeten 
(Mon). On Sunday, Ahvala scored the 
win ahead of Peters, Bell, Aaron and 
Sweeten. Aaron, however, still holds the 
series points lead over Ahvala, 168-150. 
Bell is third with 1138. 


Wataru Yoshikawa (Yam) won the 
Suzuka 200K race on May 30 in Suzuka 
City, Japan, the fourth round of the All- 
Japan Superbike Championship. The 
victory was Yoshikawa's first of the year 
and sent a clear signal that Yamaha's 
new YZF-R7 superbike is ready for the 
Suzuka 8 Hours on July 25, the most sig- 
nificant race on the Japanese calendar. 
Second place went to Makoto Tamada 
(Hon), with championship leader Kei- 
ichi Kitagawa (Suz) finishing third. 
Honda's Shinichi Ito, the 1998 All-Japan 
Superbike Champion, crashed out of the 
race unhurt after passing Tamada for 
second on lap 32, three laps from the 
end. Kitagawa leads the Japanese Cham- 
pionship with 67 points, Yoshikawa 
moved up to second with 57, and Suzu- 
ki's Akira Ryo sits third with 46 points, 
no improvement after crashing in the 
Casio Triangle chicane, unhurt. Grand 
Prix racer Regis Laconi finished sixth on 
a Yamaha YZF-R7, entering the race for 
superbike experience at Suzuka prior to 
the 8 Hours race. 


Is Makoto Tamada destined for great- 
ness? Maybe, according to Cycle News 
contributor Tracy Hagen. The 23-year- 
old rider is in his fifth year of road racing 
and his first year on a superbike. Tama- 
da, riding for a Honda satellite team, 
earned pole at the Suzuka 200K with a 
time of 2:09.313, three-tenths better than 
second-best Shinichi Ito, the HRC-spon- 
sored rider with an RC45 that is believed 
to be equal to the World Superbike Cas- 
trol Hondas. Prior to the 200's one pit 
stop, Tamada rode flawlessly and had a 
2.9-second lead on the field. However, 
the satellite Honda team's pit work was 
significantly slower than the works 
teams, particularly Yamaha, and Tamada 
lost eight seconds of track position. Last 
year Tamada finished a respectable 
fourth in the All-Japan 250cc Champi- 
onship on a Honda RS250. 


On May 29, 36-year-old Jack Miller died 
when he crashed while practicing at 
Glen Helen Raceway Park in San 
Bernardino, California. A memorial ser- 
vice for Miller is scheduled for Satur- 
day, June 5 at 2 p.m. at 3630 Brianhurst 
Dr., Riverside, California 92507. For

announced the preliminary teams for 
the Suzuka 8 Hours on May 28, and 
there are tentatively four Americans 
scheduled to participate. Colin Edwards 
II will ride with his World Superbike 
teammate Aaron Slight on the number- 
11 Honda, historically the number of the 
premier Honda team. The two-time 
defending event champions, Shinichi Ito 
and Tohru Ukawa, are also entered for 
Honda, with Tadayuki Okada and Alex 
Barros on a third factory RC45. The 
biggest buzz, though, was Honda's 
shocking announcement that Freddie 
Spencer will come out of retirement for 
this year's 8 Hours and will race an 
HRC-prepared RC45 on Dunlop tires 
with John Kocinski. The fourth Ameri- 
can entered for the race is Doug Polen. 
Polen will ride a Kawasaki ZX-9R in the 
X-Formula support class with Moto-Lib- 
erty racer Takahito Mori. 


The Yamaha entries of significance for 
the Suzuka 8 Hours are World Super- 
bike factory rider Noriyuki Haga with 
Red Bull Yamaha Grand Prix rider 
Regis Laconi, and All-Japan factory rid- 
ers Wataru Yoshikawa and Takeshi 
Tsujimura. According to Suzuki 
spokesman at the Suzuka 200K, Suzuki 
will field only its four All-Japan super- 
bike riders in the endurance event. At 
present, Suzuki has no intention of call- 
ing their Grand Prix or World Superbike 
riders over for the race. Kawasaki has 
announced just one of their factory 
teams for the 8 Hours, and the lead rider 
is Shinya Takeishi - the superbike lap 
record holder at Suzuka - and Tamaki 
Serizawa. Kawasaki plans to announce 
the second factory team later, which 
should answer the question regarding 
World Superbike rider Akira Yana- 
gawa's status for the race as well as the 
status of Kawasaki's third All-Japan fac- 
tory superbike rider, Hitoyasu Izutsu. 


The final item of note from the Suzuka 8 
Hours press release is that Honda plans 
their first public demonstration of the 
"Honda Humanoid" during the race 
weekend. The Honda Humanoid is a 
robot that can walk erect on humanlike 
legs under its own control, including up 
and down stairs. The exact duties of the 
Honda Humanoid for the race weekend 
are still to be defined, but a Honda 
spokesman indicated on May 30 that the 
Humanoid might present the checkered 
flag and trophy to the winning team of 
the 4 Hours support race. 


Former motocross and supercross cham- 
pion Jeff Ward finished second behind 
Kenny Brack in the Indianapolis 500 on 
Sunday, May 31. Ward followed Brack 
across the line and was one of just three 
riders completing the full race distance. 
Ward also led three laps. The Californ- 
ian earned $583,150 for finishing second. 


Former 500cc World Champion Kevin 
Schwantz escaped serious injury after 
crashing out of the Car Quest Auto Parts 
300 at Lowe's Motor Speedway in Char- 
lotte, North Carolina, on Saturday, May 
29. After qualifying an impressive 12th 
for the race, Schwantz spun and hit the 
wall on the 71st of 200 laps in his Value 
America-backed car. He had to be cut 
out of the badly damaged car and was 
air-lifted to Carolinas Medical Center in 
Charlotte with what was initially report- 
ed to be a fractured pelvis and a brain 
contusion. Schwantz was held overnight 
in the hospital but has since returned to 
his home - bruised and battered, but 
otherwise okay.

sent the World 250cc elite reeling, as he won the British 250cc Grand Prix round at 

Foxhill, England, May 30. 

Heavy rain caused the British GP to be a muddy mess, and it was the rider from 
Holland on the Kawasaki who showed that he can ride not only the sand but the mud 
as well. 

Van Rees, who had never won a 250cc moto before, took the overall with 1-2 results. 
Van Rees took full advantage of the misfortunes of Yamaha France's David Vuillemin, 
who was leading the first moto easily when his bike's motor blew. 

“I felt really good on this track,” Vuillemin said. “I had no problems and was lead- 
ing easily when my motor stopped." 

Vuillemin came back in the second moto, passed Van Rees for the lead, and ran off 
with a seemingly easy win. 

^I showed that the championship is not over," Vuillemin said. "I proved that in 
these conditions, I am the fastest guy." 

Second place in Foxhill went to England's Paul Cooper, on the Husqvarna, with 3-5 
results, while third overall went to American Ryan Hughes, on the Pamo Honda, with 
2-9 scores. 

For Hughes, it was a problematic day as he fought through severe pain and the 
treacherous conditions. 

“1 hurt my knee in the morning qualification," Hughes said. “In the first moto it was 
not too bad, but in the second it hurt like hell. I'm happy with third overall, though.” 

Series leader Marnicq Bervoets, on the Winfield Kawasaki, could only produce 13- 
10 results, but he still remains in the points lead with 201 points, followed by teammate 
Pit Beirer with 194, Frederic Bolley with 179, Hughes with 158 and Vuillemin with 144. 

Italian Claudio Federici, on the works Yamaha, claimed 1-1 results and climbed to 
within just five points of series leader Alessio Chiodi in the World Championship 125cc 
MX Series following the Foxhill 125cc GP round. For Federici, it was his first-ever 1-1 
results, and with Chiodi posting 2-0 results, the series points standings is now 205 
points for Chiodi and 200 points for Federici.

“1 am very happy, the championship is now alive," Federici said. 

British rider Jamie Dobb claimed second overall at Foxhill with 6-2 scores, while 
third place went to Belgian Steve Ramon with 4-5 results. 

Americans Mike Brown and Jeff Dement both had disappointing days, Brown post- 
ing a first-moto DNF and a second-moto fourth place, and Dement claiming 19-11 


moto finishes. 


Brown is currently third in the series with 145 points, and Dement is eighth with 72 


points. 


In Loket, Czech Republic, on May 30, another Italian - Andrea Bartolini - found suc- 
cess at the 500cc Czech Grand Prix. Bartolini, on the Team Rinaldi Yamaha YZ400, 
scored the overall victory after claiming 1-2 results. 

"The bike is perfect," Bartolini said. "I got a holeshot in the first moto, and that 
helped to set up my first-race win. In the second race, I was a little surprised by (Yves) 
Demaria (who passed Bartolini and went on to win the moto), but I still got the overall, 


and that's what is important." 


Bartolini finished ahead of Team Maddii Husqvarna's Yves Demaria, who claimed a 
5-1 score, with Darryll King placing third place with 2-6 results. 

Defending champ Joel Smets, of the Husaberg Force team, was unable to score any 
points in Loket after DNFing both motos, as did the two KTM four-stroke riders - 


Shayne King and Peter Johansson. 


American Trampas Parker claimed 4-11 for the day for sixth overall. 
Bartolini is now on top of the series leaderboard with 157 points, followed by 
Demaria with 113, Darryll King with 99, Alessandro Puzar with 96 and Smets with 95. 


Parker is sixth with 86 points.

Five-time World Champion Mick 
Doohan appeared in good spirits during 
an interview for the Australian Ten Net- 
work from his hotel near Silicon Valley, 
California, despite the heavy bruising he 
sustained in a practice crash a month 
ago, according to Cycle News contributor 
Darryl Flack. Sitting poolside, the Aus- 
tralian was upbeat about his rehabilita- 
tion and happy for the success of his 
rival and teammate Alex Criville, who 
enjoys a healthy lead in the 1999 500cc 


World Championship. Smiling, relaxed 
and even radiant in the sunlight, Doohan 
was quick to point out, however, that his 
stay in the hotel is no holiday. "I'm stay- 
ing at a hotel but realistically I'm still 
hospitalized," Doohan said. "I can go 
out for a meal, and so on, but the doctors 
really don't want me running around the 
place too much." Asked how long he 
plans to spend at the hotel, Doohan said, 
"I'll stay here until I'm fit enough to 
walk out of here. At this point in time, 
I'm going to Assen and Donington - 
towards the end of June. Hopefully, I'll 
be on crutches by then, and I'll be doing 
some sponsorship obligations and I have 
a meeting in Holland around the time of 
the Dutch Grand Prix. Then ГЇЇ come 
back to San Francisco for some more 
rehab, just so I have the same doctors 
telling me the same things, rather than 
seeing another doctor who has his own 
ideas on what I should be doing." 
Doohan watched a delayed telecast of 
the French Grand Prix, and despite feel- 
ing a little despondent about not being 
able to compete, he was full of praise for 
Criville, whom he says must now set the 
pace as the most experienced 500cc rider 
active in the championship. "It's a little 
bit different watching from thousands of 
mile away," Doohan said. "The pres- 
sure's changing a bit for him (Criville) 
from having to try and beat me to hav- 
ing to win. He's done a good job the last 
couple of races, and hopefully he can 
continue - that's what I'd like to see for 
our team and for him." Discussing his 
comeback to racing, Doohan reaffirmed 
his date with the Czech Grand Prix on 
August 22, but added that it is not set in 
concrete. “Hopefully, I'll be back for the 
Czech Grand Prix. But if I’m not strong 
enough - I’m sure my arm and my 
shoulder will be 100 percent - but if I 
can't put 100-percent strength through 
my leg, 111 postpone it to the following 
race."

The columns that appear 
inside the back cover are 
always well written and 
interesting regardless if 
the subject is road racing 
or motocross. Being a 40- 
plus motocrosser who 
races in Southern Califor- 
nia, I found Kit Palmer's 
“Day Six" column (Issue 
#21, June 2) on doubles 
and triples taking over the 
local tracks in Southern 
California to be right on 
the money. I race most 
weekends at Frank and 
Myra Thomason's REM 
track at Glen Helen, and I 
can't remember the last 
time the ambulance had to 
take anyone away. There 
are no doubles or triples, 
and if anyone thinks that 
this makes a track too 
easy, I encourage you to 
sign up and ride on this 
true motocross track. It is 
very challenging, and it is 
nice to race without the 
worry of being landed on. 

I am also an Over The 
Hill Gang member (for 
racers over 30) and had to race at Glen 
Helen (the National track), Perris and the 
new Lake Elsinore track as part of the 
qualification procedure for our annual 
Mammoth Mountain Motocross. The 
race on the Glen Helen track was a safe 
one, even with the second set of motos 
being held in the rain. I wish I could say 
the same about the other two races I 
competed in. At both Perris and Lake 
Elsinore, practice took forever to com- 
plete, as bodies were littering the ground. 
We are not just talking about bumps and 
bruises here, but broken bones, with 
some compound fractures. Some riders 
received leg arid collarbone injuries, elim- 
inating the use of crutches. There were at 
least eight riders who received serious 
injuries at Perris, and four at Elsinore. 
How do you get to work if you can't 
even use crutches? 

The common thread in these injuries 
are the doubles and triples. The growing 
Vet and Senior classes won't continue to 
expand if these injuries continue. Please, 
track owners, don't forget those of us 
who are never going to have a factory 
ride and want to be able to return the fol- 
lowing weekend to compete again. I 
recall some ultracross and supercross 
tracks that had split straightaways, with 
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Big doubles, big troubles. Not everyone wants to get big air. 





the smoother route being slightly longer 
to compensate for the tougher, shorter 
section that had a double or gnarly step- 
up to be negotiated. 

A little creativity on the part of track 
owners will keep us older racers coming 
back for years to come instead of picking 
up safer, non-job-threatening leisure 
activities.

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MONZA, ITALY, MAY 30 

“Ni ever give up, never give 
up” were the first words 
Carl Fogarty screamed as 

he jumped off the Ducati 996 he had just 

taken to a second win on the day at the 

ultrafast speed bowl of Monza. 

Europe's oldest permanent race cir- 
cuit was a fitting theater for Fogarty the 
magician to pull his 52nd and 53rd 
World Superbike career victories out of 
his seemingly bottomless hat, overcom- 
ing a poor sixth-place qualifying posi- 
tion to extend his lead in the champi- 
onship over his new main rival - Castrol 
Honda's Colin Edwards II. 

^| thought Colin had too much of a 
gap in race two, but it just shows that 
you should never give up until the flag 
drops," Fogarty said. 

Fogarty's two race wins were 
nowhere in Edwards' script, and the 
Texan left Monza pondering the thought 
that if he can't beat Fogarty here, with a 
consistent speed advantage at one of the 
fastest circuits on the calendar, where 
can he beat him? 

Both races went down to the wire 
and down to the last few thousandths 
on the stopwatches. They were classic 
battles, and they ended with identical 
podiums of Fogarty, Edwards and 
Alstare Suzuki's Pier-Francesco Chili. 

In race two, literally any of those 
three could have won after some classic 
slipstreaming. It's an old adage, but a 
true one, that fast tracks make for close 
racing. 

Fogarty looked out of the picture 
halfway around the last lap, when Chili 
headed him and Edwards made what he 
thought would be his escape, but Foggy's 
astonishingly wide approach to the flag 
took the win - after much confusion. 

Edwards’ name flashed on top.of the 








lap chart and Fogarty wasn’t given a 
time at all before it changed to Fogarty 
once and for all, sending the crowd into 
a frenzy for Fogarty and the Italian’s 
beloved Ducati. 

Chili’s brace of ebullient races in 
front of a large and adoring crowd did 
more than net him his first-ever podi- 
ums since his acrimonious breakup with 
Ducati - it also proved that with half- 
decent tires, the Chili-Ducati combina- 
tion is right up there with the big boys 
of World Superbike racing. The postrace 
celebration soared to new heights when 
Chili threw all his belongings into the 
crowd: gloves, boots and even his 
leathers. 

The main fallen angel of the weekend 
was once again Ducati’s Troy Corser, 
whose disappointing pair of fourths 
damaged his title aspirations significant- 
ly. There may have been good reasons 
for the results, like being run off the 
track in the first race and experiencing 
tire problems in the second, but the curi- 
ous case of Corser the brilliant qualifier 
and inconsistent race performer contin- 
ues. Where Fogarty is rock-solid and 
competitive even if one of the wheels is 
missing, it seems that Corser suffers 
more than his fair share of problems 
that take his undoubted edge away. 

He is not, however, in Aaron Slight's 
league when it comes to misfortune. 
Slight's brake problems in practice fol- 
lowed him into race one, and then a 
dubious jump-start decision saw him 
prevented from carrying on in race two. 
Several riders suffered when the lights 
went from off to red but not to green, 
causing much confusion and quite a few 
penalties. 

Slight never knew why his number 
was being held out on a board, and he 
remonstrated ceaselessly with the race 
officials, who prevented him from 
restarting the race because he took too 
long to stop. Raging mad, Slight seems 





about to implode any day now, and his 
title hopes already have. 

Yamaha found itself somewhat out of 
its depth around Monza, still missing a 
little absolute top-end power from its 
R7, relegating Albacete winner Noriyuki 
Haga to a second-division battle with 
Akira Yanagawa and Gregorio Lavilla. 

The latter pairing had less reason to 
be cheerful with their fortune, as their 
Kawasakis were far from slow and yet 
they could not translate their small 
advantage into anything more than join- 
ing one of the freight trains behind the 
leading riders in either race - not poor 
results as such, but a disappointment for 
Yanagawa, especially after two great 
second places in Spain. 

Back on track (literally) was the 
Aprilia racing effort, this time a double- 
pronged affair with regular test pilot 
Alessandro Antonello joining Peter 
Goddard for an Aprilia party at home. 
A good ninth (after being fooled as to 
which lap he was on at the end) was a 
more than fair result for Goddard in 
race one, and only being among race 
two's many stop-and-goers prevented 
him from doing better in that one. 

Star privateer medal of the weekend 
went, without doubt, to Andy Meklau - 
or maybe his astonishingly rapid priva- 
teer Ducati. Tenth in race one became an 
eighth in race two. Maybe it was 
Meklau's high-speed practice at a Ger- 
man Pro Superbike round at the 
Salzburgring the week before which 
gave him an edge, but he was easily the 
best of the nonworks men, making Vit- 
toriano Guareschi look humble once 
more in his Rookie season in 11th and 
10th. 

One man who will miss at least some 
of this year was the ever-injured Dori- 
ano Romboni, who crashed big-time at 
the Curva Grande while in fourth place, 
trapping his right foot inside the wheel 
of his Ducati as it went for a sickeningly

long ride through the sand trap before 
losing its evil grip on Romboni. Miracu- 
lously, he “only” broke his right tibia in 
the crash, and he will need corrective 
surgery before he can even think about 
getting on a bike again. 


RACE ONE 


For the first few laps it was South 
Africa or Australia all over again, with 
Corser and Fogarty away and flying at 
the front, followed closely by Romboni, 
who seemed intent on glory at his home 
circuit. 

Those three had broken the following 
pack of Yanagawa, Haga and Slight, 
with Edwards trailing down in seventh 
after a poor start. 

A whole 1.3 seconds was the gap the 
leaders had on their pursuers after only 
one lap, with Fogarty and Corser obvi- 
ously determined to try to overcome the 
Honda threat by getting lots of still air 
between them and the fleet-of-foot 
RC45s. 

With Edwards' bike showing 186 
mph even at this early juncture, it was 
obvious that he would make up the gap 
to the 183-mph Ducatis at some stage. It 
was equally clear to Chili that he needed 
a Honda to take him to the rear echelons 
of the Ducati display at the front, so he 
tagged onto Edwards and they remorse- 
lessly converged on the Ducati pairing. 

Romboni suffered a hideous crash on 
lap three at the Curva Grande, getting 
his foot caught in the rear wheel. A bro- . 
ken tibia was the result, but it looked far 
worse than that at first. 

Fogarty passed Corser on lap five 
and held him at bay each time past the 
flag until Edwards took both in the 
same audacious maneuver at the first 








Retifillo chicane. His move caused Cors- 
er to run over the curb, which in turn 
caused him to lose the draft and allowed 
Chili through, making it three different 
bikes in the top three - Honda, Ducati, 
Suzuki. 

"The trouble was that there was three 
of us all going for the one line and Colin 
moved over on Carl, so I had no place 
left to go," Corser said. "I had to let the 
brakes off and go straight through the 
chicane or else I was going to run into 
them. After that I felt a small vibration 
through the bike, but nothing, really. I'd 
lost the tow by that time, so that meant I 
couldn't get back with them." 

If Edwards had any ideas about 
heading off into his own shimmering 
horizon, Fogarty was there to stop him 
from doing exactly that. Lap 10 was the 
point at which Fogarty reaffirmed his 
claim to the race win, as he held off 
Edwards for three laps. 

At the midway point, the race order 
was pretty much set, with the leading 
trio some five seconds clear of Corser, 
who had a nice little battle brewing with 
Yanagawa, Haga and Slight. There was 
also a big, if not slower, conflict featur- 
ing the resurgent Aprilia of Goddard, 
Lavilla and the ultrafast Ducati of 
Meklau. 

Back at the front, as it were, Chili had 
a few minor skirmishes with Edwards 
until it settled down (relative term 
there) into a game of high-speed out- 
braking between Fogarty and Edwards, 
with Chili ready to get in there at every 
possible moment. 

The closeness of the contest was 
underlined by a near collision between 
Fogarty and Edwards at the entrance to 
the Ascari chicane on lap 16. 

Fogarty finally passed the Honda at 
the Della Roggia chicane, only to have 
Edwards pull an even faster one down 
the straight and put himself into a com- 
manding position for a charge to the last 
corner. 

But it was Fogarty who won the race 
to the flag, an astonishing performance 
from a man on an discernibly slower 
machine who had to use every scrap of 
track and then some more to get enough 
drive to outdrag Edwards over the final 
yards. 

“I just hate getting beat by that old 
bastard," Edwards said. "I guess I’m 
getting a bit selfish, because I’ve won 
the last two races here, so I hate to be 
second, but it was a good race - down to 
the wire. I’m disappointed, but I guess 
I'll get over it. My tires were finished 
and by the time I got up to the Ducatis 
there was nothing left. You can't afford 
a bad start here." 

Fogarty, naturally, was pleased.

"It's hard to smile when you have to 
go out and do it all again later this after- 
noon, but I'm happy to win, especially 
here," Fogarty said. "The old never-say- 
die spirit came into it today, and I just 
never gave up. I'd been struggling all 
weekend, but in the race I could see I 
was quicker in a few places, slower in a 
few places, so in the end it just evened 
itself out. The bike isn't pulling through 
the gears the way I want it to, but I 
made the pass at the Chicane out the 
back. I wasn't sure if Colin would come 
back at me, but then again, in racing 
you're never sure of anything until the 
checkered flag comes out. I'm glad for 
the team because I made them make so 
many changes to the bike this weekend, 
it was ridiculous. It's nice to win any- 
where, but a lot of fans out there want 
you to win on a Ducati, so it was great." 

Chili was a mere .5 of a second sec- 
ond adrift, beaming with pleasure at 
being on the podium for the first time 
on the Suzuki. 

^My start was very bad - maybe first 
gear is a little bit long, and the clutch 
did not engage properly either - but I 
am pleased to get such a good result 
and come back," Chili said. “Carl and 
Troy made a big gap, but I knew that 
Colin was just in front and if I could get 
behind him, we would for sure catch the 
Ducatis. I tried very hard to win, but I 
am very happy to follow these guys and 
get my first podium on the Suzuki. I 
have to change the bike for race two 
because I was getting a lot of chatter on 
the brakes. Also, the tire needs to be bet- 
ter to last the race. Our hard work has 
paid off." 

Corser's lone vigil finally delivered a 
fourth place, with Slight fifth, one sec- 
ond ahead of Haga's underpowered 





Yamaha. A missed shift relegated Yana- 
gawa to seventh, one place behind his 
teammate Lavilla. 

It may have been a top-eight for God- 
dard had he been able to read his pit * 
board and see that there was still one 
lap to go. A sterling performance from 
Goddard and his 188-mph Aprilia when 
compared to Meklau's 190-mph Ducati. 

"]t was a big tussle and I was getting 
held up by other riders in the chicanes, 
where I felt I could go quite a bit quick- 
er, but they were always in front of me, 
so I couldn't get past," Goddard said. "T 
also messed up the lap score because I 
couldn't see my lap board. There must 
be 20 black-and-orange boards out 
there, plus the track's own lap counter 
shows zero when there is still one lap 
left, which I think is wrong. I made 
some moves to be at the front of the 
group, but the checkered flag wasn't 
there. The bike was really consistent, as 
good as it has been all season, and our 
plans all worked out." 

The last points-scoring positions 
were shared out between Vittorio 
Guareschi, Igor Jerman, Lucio Pedercini, 
Robert Ulm and Lance Isaacs. 


RACE TWO 


If race one gave a close and climatic 
finish, race two delivered heart attacks. 

The beginning was a tad familiar, 
with Corser heading off and with Fogar- 
ty in close attendance. But the twist in 
this particular tale was the stop-and-go 
penalties dished out to those adjudged 
to have jumped the start. Included in 
this scenario were Slight, Goddard and 
Alessandro Antonello - but the fact that 
no green light was shown after the red, 
as is required by regulations, made any 
punishment a little harsh. 














Goddard duly went in for his stop- 
and-go as required, but Slight, bemused 
as to why his number was shown in the 
first place, waited considerably longer 
(until lap five) and was then prevented 
from continuing any further by the race 
officials. 

"I saw the board with my number on 
it, that's all," Slight said later. "If I 
jumped the start, then I know I have to 
come into the pits. I’m very disappoint- 
ed to be prevented from continuing the 
race, and I wonder how much worse 
this year can get." 

Back on track, it had only taken 
Edwards two laps to overhaul Fogarty 
and only one more for Foggy to repay 
the compliment. 

Another slide off the podium was 
developing in the form of a less-than- 
perfect rear tire on Corser's Ducati, 
causing the Australian to be hauled in 
by Chili at the Ascari chicane on lap 
nine, reforming the first race's unholy 
trinity. 

Corser's backsliding was finally halt- 
ed after Haga overhauled him on lap 11, 
but with the Japanese rider 4.5 seconds 
down, the podium positions were set up 
ahead, if not quite allocated on an indi- 
vidual basis. 

That had to wait until a last-lap clash 
of the Honda and Ducati Titans - 
Edwards and Fogarty - plus a bit of 
hometown spirit shown from Chili. 

Almost the last throw of the Suzuki 
hand had Chili ahead of Edwards on lap 
16, only for Edwards to dispose of him 
at the Della Roggia chicane and then 
haul in Fogarty on the last lap at the 
Retifillo. Fogarty immediately tried to 
get himself back into the lead for the last 
lap but reckoned without the interven- 
tion of Chili, who momentarily overtook 
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him - only to immediately make a small 
mistake of his own - and then had to 
succumb to the Ducati's drive toward 
the final chicane, the Variante Ascari. At 
that point it was all over. Edwards was 
just too far in front - a good 10 bike 
lengths. 

But a Fogarty in full flight is a fierce 
beast, and when armed with a Ducati, 
well, it ain't over until it's over. 

Somehow determination overcame 
little concerns like the impossibility of 
catching Edwards, never mind overtak- 
ing him, because Foggy was much clos- 
er on the exit of the Ascari, even closer 
at the entrance to the Parabolica, and 
right under Edwards' seat hump on the 
exit. 

A wildly wide line, onto the service 
road at the beginning of the straight, 
gave Fogarty an unfeasible amount of 
drive onto the main straight, as 
Edwards stayed a little tighter to defend 
any sneak attacks from that quarter. 
With both men straining every sinew 
and with throttles pinned, they flashed 
across the line together, far too close 
together for the human eye to split. 

Even the electronic timing was con- 
fused at first, but finally it was given to 
Fogarty - possibly Fogarty's hardest 
double to date, but an awesome specta- 
cle for everyone but Edwards and Chili, 
who lagged half a second behind. 

"| must say sorry to the Italian peo- 
ple Because again I didn’t win the race 
here, but it was another fantastic race," 
Chili said. “I tried.absolutely as much as 
possible in the last lap, when Fogarty 
made his mistake, but I crashed the bike 
into first gear on the exit of Ascari, so 
that did it for my chances of a race win. 
Third is okay. I am delighted with the 
speed of my Suzuki; 307 kmph (190.34 
mph) was the best speed of any bike in 
the second race. I could not do it on my 
own, but with other bikes I could be 
faster. It was not impossible to win these 
races today, and that is the first time this 
year I have felt this." 

Edwards wasn't happy with a second 
straight loss to Fogarty, especially con- 
sidering how close he'd come to win- 
ning two races on the day. 

“Т. know I was being a shit earlier, but 
I was just so disappointed to lose," 
Edwards admitted. “I just hung back 
and hung back and saw that the only 
place I could get Fogarty was on the 
main straight, so I blasted him and 
everything worked out - except the last 
corner. We've still got a lot of races left, 
so the championship is the thing now. 
Maybe I'll beat Carl at Brands Hatch." 

Fogarty more than understood what 
Edwards was feeling. 

“I am a bit like Colin, a bad loser,” 


Fogarty said. “Certain riders don't like 
losing and there were two of them on 
the podium today. To win in Ducati’s 
back garden is special for them. Me, I 
like to win at Brands Hatch even more. 
But here is a good second. It could all 
have gone wrong on the last lap. I 
couldn’t quite get past Colin on the 
brakes, and then Frankie and me 
swapped places at one corner. Colin got 
a good few bike lengths on us by that 
time, but I went really fast into the 
Ascari chicane on that last lap and 
halved the gap. I halved the gap again 
going into the Parabolica, but I thought, 
‘No, he’s got me here,’ then he lost the

rear a bit in the corner and I went to the 
outside just as Colin went to the inside. 
It just worked out perfect. I was whip- 
ping the bike along. I was sure I had just 
managed to beat him. It's great to win." 

The battles behind the fight for the 
win seemed to pale into insignificance 
after such a display, but for the record, 
Corser bravely overhauled Haga to net 
his second fourth place of the day, while 
Yanagawa also mugged Haga, this time 
on the last lap. Lavilla formed the last of 
that little triumvirate, while Meklau 
once more got the better of Katsuaki 
Fujiwara in the end, this time a straight 
win by only .08 of a second. 














It took Goddard's stop-and-go to gift 
Guareschi a top-10 finish, with Goddard 
in 11th and the two Alessandros, 
Gramigni and Antonello, in 12th and 
13th, respectively. 

Lance Isaacs took another good fin- 
ish, in 14th, ahead of former World 
Superbike race winner Mauro Lucchiari 
on a Gattolone Yamaha. A war of attri- 
tion in the minor places meant only 17 
finishers came from 29 starters. см

Briefly... 


Akira Yanagawa had a busy few days after Albacete. "Last Wednes- 
day, Thursday and Friday, | tested the eight-hour bike back in Japan, then 
flew out here in Monday." Yanagawa said. "I will probably be: racing with 
Gregorio (Lavilla), but it is up to Kawasaki to decide. | have tried to set 
the bike up for both the fast and slow. corners, but I am still chasing a bet- 
ter setup, because | am not fast enough." Yanagawa was having no top- 
speed problems, posting a fastest practice top speed of 191.27 mph. 
"Top speed is okay, but | have to use slipstream to get any real accelera- 
tion," he said. 


Noriyuki Haga shocked the paddock with his speed in the first official 
qualifying session, posting ап amazing 189.1 mph best to equal Aaron 
Slight's Honda. None of the top runners gave the time much credence, as 
it was set with the benefit of the draft, and Haga, winner of a race at the 
previous Albacete round, only posted the 11th-fastest lap time overall in 
the same session. A man who's been around a bit, Peter Goddard, 
explained the strange phenomenon. "You have to look at the average of 
the best 10 or so top speeds, like they do in GPs, because otherwise you 
can get a freak figure if you get a tow. You really can't trust the top-speed 
figures here, though, because they're not an average. If you get a tow, 
you сап get an artificially high speed reading, l'm sure Haga's 305 kmph 
was done behind a Honda. In GPs, you get an average of your five or 10 
best top speeds.” 


Peter Goddard was once more toiling with an uncooperative and curi- 
ously un-rapid RSV1000 Aprilia. in practice at Monza. "It's the first time 
ever in Monza for this bike and we've got some troubles, but that's nor- 
mal," Goddard said. "We're having the same problems as at every track: 
balance, front to back, and suspension, but l'm sure we can make it.bet- 
ter. | thought our speed would be better here, but it's not. | thought it 
would be because of the speed we had in Phillip Island, but | think that's 
because. we-were so fast coming onto the straight. Here, when you have 
to accelerate from.some of the slower corners, everything just comes 
past. | think maybe there's only a couple of really fast bikes - the Yama- 
has don't look so fast, but the Honda, Suzuki, and Kawasaki do. We're 
definitely making progress with the suspension now - there's light at the 
end of the tunnel - but it's not showing on the lap times yet. It's just taken 
too long too get here.” 


Troy Corser was still feeling the effects of his Albacete injuries at Monza, 
but it did not stop him being right'on the pace from the get-go. "When | get 
on the bike, | manage to forget about the pain in my collarbone,” the Aus- 
tralian said. "| don't feel any problems in riding the bike and that's the most 
important thing. This is a circuit where you have to keep concentrating hard, 
especially after the long straight to the braking point for the curve. The 
important thing here now is that they've changed the position of the finish 
line, so it's now important to come out of the last comer first. Previously, 
99 percent of the time you had to be second out of the Parabolica, so we 
should have completely different races from ever before.” 





Fastest regular qualifier and Superpole man. Colin Edwards II re- 
affirmed his love for Monza at the post-Superpole press. conference. 
“When | rode for Yamaha, we were five minutes away from here, so | 
spent. a few years around here, meeting the guys who run the track and 
so on, sò you could say it's kind of a home race for me. l've always gone 
good here. My whole week has just been-awesome, because my broth- 
er's wife has just had a little baby girl. " 


Maybe it was a benevolent wave of bonhomie brought on by his new sta- 
tus as an uncle, but Edwards was full of congratulations for Pier- 
Francesco Chili and Suzuki after their fine practice and Superpole per- 
formances. "It's good to see that Frankie and the team have got the 
Suzuki working good,” Edwards said. "I think from here on out we'll have 
a three-horse race, not a two-horse race." 


The rise and rise of Pier-Francesco Chili's works Suzuki effort continued at 
Monza, with Chili second in regular qualifying and third in. Superpole. "I 
thought | had taken the pole position when | came through because of the 
reaction of the spectators, so | punched the air a little in celebration, but | 
only found | didn't when | got back to the pit garage," he said. "I'm not too 
disappointed, If you had told me three days ago that | would be third in 
Superpole, |. would have taken it." Part of the reason for Chili's increasing 
competitiveness is, as he put it in simple terms, "If.| want something, they 
give it to me." He also went on to say.that it was a very different story with 
Ducati last year. "If | won a race, ‘they would say to me ‘the bike is perfect,’ 
even if | said something on the bike needed improvement. That is not the 
way to keep ahead. The Suzuki is better and better every time out and | think 
that from now on, with all the work the team are doing and new tires from 
Dunlop, we'll be challenging Honda and Ducati' s domination of the series. " 


Carl Fogarty was almost philosophical by his own perfectionist. stan- 
dards after a disappointing Superpole performance left him way down in 
seventh, his first bad qualifying effort of the season. "I'm not. too both- 
егей," he said. “We've chased around like mad. trying to. get a perfect 
setup, so | think I'll try some gearing changes to suit the Parabolica bet- 
ter. | was up on time before the final split, so | must be losing about 
seven-tenths of a second there. It's all.down to gearing, so | will go lower. 
It will be different for the race once everyone starts slipstreaming each 
other. I’ve definitely decided to use a 17-inch rear tire for the race." 


Austrian privateer Andy Meklau fulfilled a longstanding wish when he 
got a ride on a works 500 the day before practice started at Monza. "I got 
a call to say | could ride the Red Bull Yamaha for a day at Brno, so | 
jumped on a plane and finally did 60 laps in four hours," Meklau said. "It 
was fantastic - very strong in the top range, but no so much drive lower 
down: Such a good feeling from the carbon brakes: And the bike is light.” 


Carl Fogarty persevered through practice with a high screen on his 
Ducati fairing in an effort to improve his normally poor aerodynamic 
performance. “I'm always slower than. Troy (Corser) or anyone on a simi- 
lar Ducati, " Fogarty said. "| don't know why today, because | was even 
sucking my cheeks in down the straights trying to go faster. | hate that 
high screen. When | get off the side of the bike going into a corner, all |

Zeelenberg,

MONZA, ITALY, MAY 30 

ven with Carl Fogarty, Pier- 
ES Francesco Chili and Colin 

Edwards II putting on the show of 
the year in World Superbike, half a 
dozen riders were performing even 
greater feats of daring and bravado in 
the ultracompetitive world of Super- 
sport racing. A complete clean sweep of 
the first four positions by Yamaha was 
an awesome feat for the R6 riders to pull 
off, but it was only part of what was an 
exhaustive and spine-tingling adventure 
for the spectators, never mind the riders. 

After everyone's attention had been 
diverted by the usual three-rider crash 
at the first corner, it was clear that it was 
going to be a good day for Yamaha 
again, only there was no sign of series 
leader Jorg Teuchert, who got a start to 
match his lowly qualifying position, 
only to be sidelined on lap seven with a 
bent clutch lever. 

Piergiorgio Bontempi, Ruben Xaus 
and Wilco Zeelenberg took the early 
running, with William Costes slotting 
his Honda in front of injured local hero 
Massimo Meregalli. Paolo Casoli's tail- 
ing of this bunch was a short-lived 





affair, lasting less than a lap as he high- 
sided himself off into the Air Fence at 
the exit of the Parabolica, breaking a 
vertebra in the process. 

The aforementioned five riders spent 
the next 12 laps tumbling over each 


other in their desperation to win, with 


Xaus and Zeelenberg tag-teaming espe- 
cially well in the slipstreaming stakes. 
The fabulous five were joined, ominous- 
ly, on the 13th lap by Fabrizio Pirovano, 
twice a Supersport winner at Monza, 
who had been clawing his way up to the 
leaders from seventh at the end of lap 
one. With him came Christiano Miglio- 
ratti and Yves Briguet, also on Suzukis. 

Another charge to the front was 
ended prematurely when lain MacPher- 
son outbraked himself at the Parabolica 
on lap three, ending another race with 
no points to show for his lone Kawasaki 
efforts. 

Zeelenberg seemed to have the knack 
of leading going over the line, something 
of an omen for the final conflict on lap 16, 
but there was a whole lot of racing still to 
come. At one early stage, it looked like 
the Dee Cee Jeans Yamahas of Zeelen- 
berg and Xaus would break clear enough 
to stay clear, but the warning signs were 
heeded by Bontempi, who forgot about 
his niggling fever and screamed back 
toward them on lap six. He finally nailed 
Xaus on lap seven by going up the inside 
of the Parabolica and making the young 
Spaniard lift up, but only after the auda- 
cious failure of an overtake around the 
outside a lap earlier. 

His turn in second was short-lived 
and soon Costes had relegated him to 
fourth once again. Only Meregalli, wise- 
ly it seems, was happy to hang on to the

Carlos Macias Perdomo was once again a nonqualifier, failing to 
break the 1:57.364 barrier with a best time of 1:58.360. The Colombian 
rider has not had the best of seasons, and he crashed in practice once 
more at Monza. 


Aprilia factory test rider and Italian Championship contender Alessan- 
dro Antonello put his previous Monza experience to good use to take 
the final place on the third row of the starting grid after a strong Super- 
pole performance, and ahead of Aprilia's troubled number-one rider; Peter 
Goddard, in Friday's timed qualifying session and Superpole. He even 
beat Goddard to the third row of the grid after the specialized discipline of 
Superpole. “Superpole was a whole new thing to me," he said. "It was 
the first time | had used a super-soft qualifying tire, and.| was not sure 
how fast | could go after only one warmup lap. | think part of the reason | 
am faster than Peter is that | am more relaxed. | have no pressure to per- 
form for points like Peter has: It's good to be involved in this meeting and 
| hope. for a good result tomorrow.” 


For a track that offers much to the Honda RC45, Aaron Slight was 
struggling every bit as much as his teammate Colin Edwards was luxuriat- 
ing. “The brakes are dragging on through the chicanes and l'm losing 
time,” he said. His little finger, although far from healed, did not sport the 
protective splint seen at Albacete, but Slight was plainly out of sorts at a 
circuit at which he should finish in the first two every time: 


Corona Alstare Suzuki rider Katsuaki Fujiwara had a good practice at 
Monza, using the good if not startling speed of his. Suzuki to get eighth in 
Superpole. “This has been.a good weekend for me and | am happy with the 
way it has gone so far," he said. "We decided to concentrate our efforts on 
just one bike, and the result was that we found a good setup апа some 
good tires. The heat changes have given us a few small problems with the 
fuel injection,.but generally I'm happy. | would have liked to be on the front 
row, but second is okay here - as long as | make a good start." 


Gregorio Lavilla had a subdued Superpole performance and ended up 
10th - despite riding a rapid Kawasaki: "There are two places where if you 
miss your braking by even a few meters, you will have to take to the escape 
roads and finish last. So | was a little bit too careful, really, today, | think." 


The Kawasaki works team had an embarrassing moment on Saturday 
night after performing a photo shoot on the top floor of Monza's high-tech 
pits complex, Their attempts to leave were met.by closed and locked 
doors at every turn, forcing lain. MacPherson, Akira Yanagawa and all to 
climb over a wall to make good their escape. 


A small sign that the feud between Aaron Slight and Colin Edwards may 
be cooling off somewhat: Slight was heard to wish Edwards good luck as 
he patted his teammate on the back before Superpole.

Chili shows little sign of abating too much. "I shook Carl's hand after 
Donington, and we say hello if we pass each other, but І can still sense 
that his response is always grudging,” said Chili at Monza. 


Kirk McCarthy. the former works Suzuki Superbike and Castrol Honda 
Supersport rider, was at Monza, riding the Suzuki Marushin Power GSX-R 
he normally campaigns.in the German Pro Superbike series. "The team 
are doing it to help develop the bike, and it's a good opportunity for me to 
get back into the series for a bit. I'll be doing five races: Monza, Nurbur- 
gring, Brands Hatch, Assen and the Hockenheimring." He posted the 
22nd-fastest practice time. 


Doriano Romboni's leg injury is not as bad as it looked on TV, 
according to Paolo Casoli. "He has broken his tibia, but it is not punc- 
tured through the skin. He will have an operation on either Monday or 
Tuesday to fix it in Bologna. " 


Tripp Nobles broke both feet after crashing in Supersport practice. The 
Georgian plowed feet-first into the Air Fence after crashing his Garella 
Rumi Honda. "| was heading in pretty fast, and | knew | was going to hit, 
but my feet went under the Air Fence,” Nobles said. “It could have been 
worse. | had just picked up a brand-new set of Axo carbon-fiber-reinforced 
boots, which are much better than the old ones. My feet are pretty sore, 
but | can ride okay.” 


Scot Smart, one of a clutch of talented, but ultimately jobless, British 
riders, found himself gainful employment at Monza, riding a Sacchi Corse 
Suzuki іп the World Supersport event, albeit without much success in 
practice, finishing a lowly 42nd. 





The Sidecar World Cup race was won by Steve Webster. "There was no 
way we were going to-do 53s or 54s all the time in the race or else we 
would wreck the tires," said Webster, who also leads the. championship 
after four rounds. "It started to get a bit busy in the early laps, and Schloss- 
er ran into me at one of the chicanes, so | tried to pull away. It was no prob- 
lem to go so quickly and. make a break. | have to say Monza is not my 
favorite track, because you have to keep your wits about you at all times.” 


Marco Lucchinelli, the 
1981 500cc. World Champi- 
on, made a return to the 
sharp end of motorcycle rac- 
ing when he accepted an 
invitatiori from the Belgarda 
Yamaha team to race as a 
(slightly? over-age wild-card 
entry to the Superstock 
World Series.

By this stage Pirovano was a mere .9 
of a second behind, watching if not 
waiting as he dragged himself and 
Migliorati right up there to the leaders. 

Costes, outnumbered by Yamahas, 
did manage to get his Honda into sec- 
ond place (on lap 11), even if he was 
finally destined to be the last of the 
eventual dirty half-dozen who crossed 
the line almost as one. 

The final laps were an all-time treat 
for the fans, with Pirovano finally mak- 
ing it to the front on the penultimate lap, 
just about the same time as Meregalli's 
bravery reached a peak as he deposed 
Bontempi from fourth. 

All the elbow-banging and place- 
swapping came down to a final clash 
that saw only .2 of a second cover the 
first five home. 

It looked like Bontempi's race after 
his superhuman charge to the front saw 
him lead into the final corner, the Para- 
bolica. As the corner opened up, Bon- 
tempi got on the gas a little hard, spin- 
ning up the tire enough to lose vital 
milliseconds and allow Zeelenberg and 
Xaus to cross the line as one, just inches 
ahead of Bontempi, with Meregalli and 
Pirovano leaving their charges just a 
microsecond too late. Costes, a whole .6 
of a second down, held off a slightly 
fading Miglioratti, with Briguet another 
couple of seconds down. 

Ironically, most of the top men in the 
race, big names all, are not the top men 
in the championship. Only Bontempi 
did himself a big favor by moving ahead 
of MacPherson to third, as the rest are 
still looking to rack up some points from 
what have been fruitless seasons - until 
today's feast. 

Even more ironically, a disappoint- 
ing 12th place for Stephane Chambon 
was still enough to give him the series 
lead for the first time, what with 
Teuchert and MacPherson failing to 
score. см

MOUNT MORRIS, PA, MAY 30 
hree-time World MX Champion Greg Albertyn finally 
Y responded to the arrival of multi-time World Cham- 
pion Sebastien Tortelli - by sweeping both motos at 
the 23rd annual High Point Nationals at Mount Morris, 
Pennsylvania. The win was the first of the 1999 season for 
the 26-year-old Suzuki factory pilot from South Africa. It 
also marked the second time in three rounds of the 1999 
AMA/Mazda Trucks National Championship MX Series 
that a foreign rider has been victorious; the other time was 
when Frenchman Tortelli won the series opener at Glen 
Helen Raceway. At Mount Morris, Tortelli was a strong sec- 
ond overall with a 3-2 showing. 
"| think a lot of people have forgotten about me,” said 
Albertyn after winning his first AMA National since 1997 at 
Sacramento. “I’ve been working harder than I ever have, 
and this Suzuki motorcycle is just awesome. I had the speed 
all day. It was just a matter of getting a good start, and I got 
two of those today. This win should've happened at the first 
or second National. I’ve had bad starts, all of-which were 
my fault, but it’s all coming together now.” 
Albertyn’s reference to feeling forgotten was directed at 
the heaps of accolades that have been raining down on 
Tortelli since he dominated the 1999 series opener, and he 
continues to lead the series point standings. After winning 
his third straight World title in 1994, Albertyn moved to 
America for the 1995 season and has been here ever since. 
However, Albertyn has yet to achieve the same level of suc- 
cess or popularity here that he did on the European Grand 
Prix circuit. Tortelli, meanwhile, became an instant player in 
the United States when he won the first AMA National he 
ever entered (à la Jean-Michel Bayle) in early May. And 
while both Albertyn and Tortelli continue to struggle with 
supercross, no one can argue that they are strong candi- 
dates to win this year’s outdoor 250cc championship. 
“I fully intend to be the champion at the end of this 
series," the always-friendly Albertyn said. "It's 
been a long time since I went 1-1 in a race. Actu- 
ally, it's been since the '94 250 World Champi- 
onships. This is the way I rode in Europe. Today, 1 
almost felt like I was in Europe in a way. I was riding 
smooth again!" 
“I was thinking the track was going to be a little more 
softer and more rutted, but, in the end, it was getting a 
little more hard-packed,” said Tortelli, who was compet- 
ing at Mount Morris for the first time. “I like it softer 
and (with) more ruts, so I did not ride maybe as hard 
as I could have, because I wanted the good finish 
and the points, but not to crash. I am trying to take 
it all race by race and keep getting the points for 
the championship. 
“Greg rode really well today," added Tortelli. 
“He’s a three-time World Champion, so he's a guy 
who really knows how to ride. He knows the tracks now 
and he's getting stronger every year here. He will be there 
all year." 
It was the first time that foreign riders have finished 
м. first and second in a round of the AMA National Series. 
№. The top American rider at High Point Raceway was 
team Honda's Ezra Lusk, who, according to his 
mechanic, Mike Gosselaar, had slightly “injured 
himself playing basketball earlier in the week. 
Lusk finished 4-3 in the two motos. 

“I was just a little off today," said Lusk 
after accepting his third-overall prize. "I 
had some problems with an injury going 
into today, and I just wanted to get 

through the day and get some points. 

The track was pretty tricky, with a lot of 

little G-outs and all. I wasn't really 
ready for that, but thankfully I got 
some good starts." 

Lusk's Honda teammate Kevin 
Windham was fourth overall with 
another solid 2-5 showing. Windham 
led the early part of the first moto but 
was hampered by poor early laps in 

the second go-around. 

"| got a great start the first moto, but 

‘Albee’ was just hauling butt today,” said 

Windham of the first race. "I just kind of 
hung in there and did the best I could to stay 
off the ground, which is really important in a 
series as competitive as this. The second time, I didn't 
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Team Suzuki's Greg Albertyn had an answer to the previous 
two wins by Sebastien Tortelli and Kevin Windham: a clean 
sweep at High Point Raceway. Albertyn won both 250cc motos, 
making it the third different winner in as many races. 





get such a good start - like seventh or 
eighth - and the next thing I knew, the 
leaders were gone. It was too late to go 
after them. Good starts can give you a 
whole different outlook on these races." 

Rounding out the top five overall 
was Suzuki's Robbie Reynard, who 
posted a 9-4 tally. Reynard might have 
fared better in the second moto, but his 
fast pace was sabotaged by a bizarre 
mechanical failure. 

"| was going pretty good until my 
seat foam fell out," said Reynard after 
his fourth-place ride. “The staples came 
out of the back and the foam all fell out. 
Other than that, I felt really good and 
strong. I had some problems in the first 
moto, but the second moto was much 
better.” 

Making an impressive debut for 
Team Chaparral/Mazda/Yamaha was 
Tim Ferry, who began the series with 
-Noleen but has since relocated to the 
Chaparral team. Ferry finished sixth 


overall with a strong 6-6 moto score, but: 


the adjustment from full privateer to 
semi-factory rider wasn't easy. 

"My goal was to get top-five over- 
all,” said Ferry afterward. “I didn't real- 
ly think I could get it, but I ended up 
sixth, so I was just one off. I was having 
a hard time with the changeover from 
the box van to a big rig, especially dur- 
ing Saturday's practice. But we made 
some adjustments, I settled down, and it 
turned out pretty good." 

Behind the Chaparral Yamaha of 
Ferry came factory Yamaha riders 
Jimmy Button and John Dowd. Button 
ran 10-8 in the two motos for seventh 
overall, while Dowd, still recovering 
from the badly broken shoulder he sus- 
tained at the Daytona Supercross, ran 7- 
11 for eighth. 

A very disappointed Jeff Emig placed 
ninth overall on what he considers one 
of his favorite tracks. Emig was hoping 
to work off of the strong second-moto 
win he posted at the last round of the 
series at Hangtown but instead found 
himself struggling with bad starts and a 
lack of desire. 

“In the first moto, I really didn't get 
going until about the halfway point, and 
I felt really good after that," Emig said. 
“My laps times were good and I was 
charging hard. Second time, I got anoth- 
er lousy start, and it took the drive out 
of me. This was the first time in my 
career that I just didn't have any drive 
in me." 

When asked how he would fix that, 
Emig just responded, "I really don't 
know. I feel really empty right now. I 
just don't know." 

Rounding out the top 10 overall was 
defending 250cc National Champion 
Doug Henry, who actually rode much 
better than his final result shows. In the 
first moto, the four-stroke rider was a 
solid fifth, battling with Honda riders 
Tortelli and Lusk into the late stages of 
the moto. The second time out, Henry 
got a great start and took over the early 
lead. Albertyn soon came through, but 
Henry hung tough until he injured him- 
self on the massive infield triple jump 
behind the starting gate. 

“I thought I was going to land it per- 
fect, but I popped my knee out," said 
Henry, who is beginning to show the 
speed that carried him to last year's title. 
“Tt just hurt and got real numb. I felt it 
clicking, but after a couple of laps it 
started feeling all right - but I was still a 
little nervous about it." 

After three of 12 rounds, the 20-year- 
old Tortelli continues to hold the points 
lead that he established in the very first 
moto of the series. Tortelli carries a total 
of 122 points, followed by the 111 points 
of his Honda teammate Lusk. Albertyn's 





High Point victory vaulted him from 
fifth to third with 108 points. Team 
Kawasaki's Jeff Emig holds on to fourth 
despite his lackluster 8-12 showing. 
Emig's 90 points are three better than 
Windham's 87. 

Factory Connection/Jack in the 


'Box/O'Neal-backed Mike LaRocco had 


a disastrous day and slipped from third 
to sixth in the points. LaRocco crashed 
out of third in the first moto, and he was 
left with a bent bike and a bruised 
shoulder. He finished 14th in the moto. 
Then he soldiered through the pain in 
the second moto to salvage 13th-place 
points and 13th overall. 

The'High Point track was rougher 
than normal this time around. This most 
likely had to do with the added topsoil 
that was brought in for the race. Deep 
ruts formed in the corners and on many 
of the jumps, making for a challenging 
course. Perfect weather conditions all 
weekend long made for an optimum, 
dust-free track. Lap times hovered 
around the 2:20 mark all day for the 
250cc riders. 


MOTO ONE 


From the inside slot, Windham busted 
out the holeshot just ahead of Dowd, 
LaRocco, Albertyn, Button, Lusk, Chap- 
arral Yamaha's Steve Lamson, Team 
Suzuki's Larry Ward, Henry, and the 
Hondas of Tortelli and Lusk. Former 
four-time National Champion Emig was 
about 20th, while at the very back of the 
pack rode Kawasaki factory rider Damon 
Huffman and Japanese Yamaha privateer 
Takeshi Koikeda, who both fell. 

Albertyn was quickly on the move. 
By the end of the first lap, he was 
around both LaRocco and Dowd and 
was applying the pressure on the lead- 
ing Honda. In one of the off-camber sec- 
tions, Albertyn swept past Windham for 
the lead. From there on out, the South 
African rode his best race since coming 
to America four years ago. Lap after lap 
he built his lead, finally backing off 
when the officials signaled the closing 
laps. He would cross the finish line 20 
seconds clear of anyone else. 

“I stay focused, I rode hard and I let 
the race come to me," said Albertyn in 
the winner's circle, as his Suzuki team 
members gathered around to congratu- 
late the victor. “I’m tired of falling down 
and I'm trying really hard not to make 
those same mistakes that have kept me 
from winning a championship here (in 
America). I still have the speed, but 
there's another moto to go.” 

While Albertyn cleared out, Wind- 
ham also put in a solid performance, 
though he admitted being reluctant to 
ride at Albertyn's pace. 

“I got a great start and rode hard, but 
Albee was just charging," said Wind-

ham. "I've bounced off the ground so 
many times this year that my goal is to 
just be consistent, get some good finish- 
es and be in a position to go for the 
championship at the end. I crashed a 
few times at Glen Helen trying too hard, 
and then when I settled down at Hang- 
town, I won. It's a long series, and con- 
sistency is going to be the key." 

LaRocco was riding a steady third, 
though he was losing sight of the fleeing 
Albertyn and Windham. His hopes for 
picking up some points on Tortelli took a 
turn for the better when Tortelli fell on 
the third lap on one of the off-cambers 
and lost two positions back to eighth. But 
then LaRocco suffered a terrible crash of 
his own, leaving him with a bent front 
wheel and a very sore shoulder. 

LaRocco made it back around into 
the pit area, where his mechanic, Paul 
DeLaurier, tried to bend the wheel back 
into place with his knees and then by 
kicking at the rim. LaRocco lost a few 
more positions in the process and ended 
up a distant (and painful) 14th. 

Lamson was the next rider to slip 
back, as the former two-time 125cc 
National Champion crashed and fell 
back to 13th at the finish. Ward also 
went down, losing a handful of spots 








back to 16th. After the halfway mark, 
Tortelli began to pick up his pace. When 
the pre-race favorite reached the then- 
fifth-placed Ferry, he and Ferry banged 
bars a few times. Tortelli continued 
rapidly moving forward and caught and 
passed Lusk and Henry in the appropri- 
ately titled “Euro” section of the steep 
and sweeping hills. At that point, Tortel- 
li ran out of time in his efforts to reel in 
his teammate Windham for second. 

"| made a bad start because I think I 
was just too nervous," said Tortelli 
afterward. “I also fell in the back while 
trying to come through, but once I got it 
together, I felt much better." 

Tortelli was asked if the fact that he 
is more accustomed to the longer motos 
such as they have in Europe is a factor 
in his usual late-moto charges. 

"Sure it is," Tortelli responded. “I can 
go much faster because these motos are 
shorter and I am comfortable going fast 
at the end. I have been training very 
hard for this series and I know I can run 
the pace, but I really need to make a bet- 
ter start." 

Lusk also made it past Henry to 
claim fourth. The rest of the top 10 were 
Ferry, Dowd, Emig, Reynard and But- 
ton.

Three Yamahas blasted around the 
first turn together in a wave of blue as 
Button grabbed the THQ Holeshot 
ahead of teammates Dowd and Henry. 
Lusk was next, followed by the priva- 
teer Honda of Heath Voss, Albertyn, 
Planet Honda/Pro Grip/FMF's Jean- 
Sebastien Roy, Windham and Tortelli. 
At the back of the pack was Emig, after 
another bad start. 

In a matter of half a lap, Henry 
moved on both Dowd and Button to 
grab the lead, much to the delight of the 
18,432 fans in attendance. At the same 
time, Albertyn blasted past Dowd, Voss 
and Lusk to take a spot in the roosts of 
thumper riders Henry and Button. He 
made quick work of Button; then he 
needed another lap to wrest the lead 
from Henry, and then it was basically 
clear sailing again for the South African. 

“1 came out of the gate fifth or sixth 
and came out of the woods in second," 
said Albertyn of the second moto. "I 
knew if I just rode a smooth race, the 
win would be mine, and I wanted that 
overall bad. It's amazing how smooth 
things go when you're feeling great. I 
was riding just under my maximum 
limit. Then I saw Ezra and Sebastien 
start moving up, so I wicked it up a little 
bit and they didn't close up anymore 
after that." 

Further back, the Honda trio of Lusk, 
Windham and Tortelli was in transition. 
As the Yamahas of Dowd and Button 
slipped back, Lusk moved up to third, 
while Tortelli passed Roy and then 
made an aggressive move on his team- 
mate Windham for fourth. Reynard was 
also on the gas, coming up through the 
pack in the wake of Tortelli. He also 
passed the Yamahas, plus Roy and 
Windham. Just when it seemed that this 
would be the race in which Reynard 
would make a 250cc statement, he was 
the victim of a faulty seat cover. 

"It was just one of those things that 
happen," said Reynard, who was 
putting pressure on Lusk for third right 
after Tortelli displaced the Honda rider. 
"I'm riding really well right now, espe- 
cially in the second motos. I just really 
need some starts." 

Henry's fine ride took a turn for the 
worse when he cased the uphill triple 
and popped his knee out of place. For 
two laps the Yamaha rider cruised 
around, trying to gauge the pain; then 
he picked his speed back up to the point 
where he would finish 15th. 

"This was probably my last time here 
at High Point, and I really wanted to do 
well," said the champ. "I felt pretty 
good and the bike was just working 
great, but then my knee went. l've had 
problems with it popping out before, 
but that was always in practice, never in 
a race, so I could stop. Today, I had to 
keep going." 

Windham cruised across the finish 
line a steady fifth, which gave him 
fourth overall. Ferry was sixth and clos- 
ing on Windham when the race ended. 

“I think Kevin looked back and saw 
me, and I'm sure he didn't want me to 
get by him, so he really wicked it up 
there at the end,” said Ferry. “If I could 
get into a little bit better shape, I should 
be able to pick up a couple more spots." 

Henry was followed by Kawasaki's 
Huffman, Button, Roy and an unin- 
spired Mickael Pichon to round out the 
top 10 in the second moto. 

"It always seems to me like the hard- 
er you work, the luckier you get," Alber- 
tyn said, summing up his day. "I've 
done the work; maybe now I’m getting 
the breaks. I always know how hard 
Suzuki works, and they got hammered 
by a lot of press and that, but we're all

trying our best out there and it feels 
really great to put them on top. I wanted 
to ride my best for them because they've 
been behind me so long, and I want to 
get this championship for them." 
Albertyn's victory marked the first 
career win for his mechanic, Ohio native 
Joe Maurer. Maurer is a former top pro 
from the Mount Morris area and is now 
Albertyn's full-time factory wrench. См

High Point Raceway celebrated its 23rd year as a stop on the AMA 
National. MX. Series circuit. However, this was the first High Point race 
without race-track founder Dave Coombs Sri, who: passed away last sum- 
mer. In tribute to Mr. Coombs, the Racer Productions staff made sweep- 
ing upgrades to the facility. New announcing towers and concession 
stands were erected, including VIP suites for industry sponsors, terraced 
grandstand sections, a new starting-gate frame, television platforms for 
the ESPN crew, and even a playground in the professional pits for the rid- 
ers’ children. (The play area was dubbed "Bevoland" in honor of longtime 
motocross patron Bevo Forti of Scott USA.) In addition, numerous trees 
were removed to give the spectators a better view of the action, and 
added parking lots eased the traffic flow. "We invested a lot of time and 
hardwork into making this place look the way Dave always wanted it,” 
said Jack Holbert, who owns the land and is a partner in the event. “1 
think we're getting there, but we still have a little way to go.” 





The latest outside sponsor to join the AMA Mazda Trucks MX National 
Series is THQ, the makers of electronic games. The company recently 
released a new motocross video game featuring two-time. 125cc National 
MX Champion Ricky Carmichael. The California-based company will be 
offering a $500 THQ Holeshot Award to the riders who earn holeshots in 
both classes for the rest of the series. Fittingly, Kawasaki-mounted 
Carmichael earned the loot first by taking the holeshot in the opening 
125cc moto, while SplitFire/Pro Circuit Kawasaki's Nathan Ramsey took 
the honors the second time out. In the 250cc class, Honda-mounted 
Kevin Windham got the first $500 check with his quick start, and Jimmy 
Button earned the prize on the second-moto start. 


15 it too early to start talking about who should represent Team USA at 
the 1999 Motocross des Nations in Brazil this September? Evidently 
not, as people were already talking about it’ at High Point. Although it's 
still very. early in the outdoor motocross series, the. choice for the 125cc 
slot is an easy one. National Champion Ricky Carmichael has to be first 
on everyone's mind. The choices for the two big-bike positions are not as 
obvious, though. Team Honda's Ezra Lusk and Kevin Windham and Facto- 
ry Connection/Jack-in-the-Box/O'Neal-backed Mike LaRocco appear to 
be the top. candidates. Carmichael has been on Team USA once, having 
competed in 1998 in England. LaRocco has made two appearances, hav- 
ing been on а winning team in 1992 (Australia) and a losing one in 1995 
(Switzerland). With a tentative plan to. select the team by early July, noth- 
ing appears to be etched in stone at this point. 


The overall win of Greg Albertyn marked the first time that à Suzuki 
rider has won the 250cc class at the High Point Nationals since 1981. 
That was the year that three-time 250cc National Champion Kent Hower- 
ton rode the number-one Suzuki to victory after a fierce battle with Yama- 
ha's Bob Hannah, who was wearing nurhber 100 after sitting out the 1980 
season with a broken leg. It has also been since 1981 that a Suzuki rider 
claimed the AMA National Championship in the 250cc class, as Howerton 
beat out Hannah by 44 points that year. 


Mickael Pichon and his father got into a serious misunderstanding with 
the AMA and parking officials on Saturday afternoon after they inadver- 
tently parked their rental car in front of the ambulances. Officials repeat- 
edly announced requests for the owner of the car - then unknown to them 








- to come out and move it, but Pichon was busy practicing and did not get 


the message, and his father speaks very little English. However, .Mr. 
Pichon arrived to move the car just as a tow truck was preparing to hook 
the car. He tried to move the car, to the objection of the towing service, 
who wanted him to pay their $20 call fee. Pichon ended up accidentally 
backing into several spectators as he argued with the men, then got out 
of the car and ran back into the pits. When several officials went to the 
Honda truck to talk to Mr. Pichon, Mickael became involved and the situa- 
tion escalated to the point where an official was hit by. Mickael Pichon. 
The result was a S3000 fine for the rider - which went to the AMA - and 
probation. Pichon is set to leave America in September and return to his 
native France to compete in the 2000 250cc World MX Championships 
Series. 


Contrary to how it may appear, FMF/Honda rider Tallon Vohland's 
mechanic is not his older brother, Tyson, but rather Tom Wallace. 
Tyson is in charge of working his brother's pit board each moto and advis- 
ing his efforts. Wallace, on the other hand, does all of the mechanical 
work: Wallace, a native of Australia, has also worked with Robbie Rey- 
пага and Scott Sheak in recent years. 


The top earners from the privateer fund set up by. U.S. Tobacco was - 
once again - Travis Preston in the 125cc class, while Heath Voss 
took the honors in the 250cc class. The Moto XXX/Thor/Pro Circuit/Dun- 
lop-backed Preston won the top 125cc award of $1000 for the third week 
in а row with his 12th-overall finish. Moto Planet/Al Lane Yamaha/Fox- 
backed Robbie Horton was the 125cc privateer runner-up and earned an 
additional $500 for his 13th-place score: Big Valley Honda/Great Lakes 
Aviation/Bill's Pipes/Factory Connection's Voss finished 17th overall for 
top privateer in the power-packed 250cc class for his extra $1000. He 
edged out Yamaha Japan/Holley Racing/Bridgestone/Enzo's Takeshi 
Koikeda, who earned another $500 for 18th overall. 


An 85cc minicycle exhibition race was held prior to the first moto, and 
it attracted many of the East Coast's top up-and-coming riders. The large 
crowd was treated to an epic duel between the nation's most prominent 
young experts - Florida's James Stewart and Pennsylvania's owri 
Gene Stull. The two riders, who split class wins at the AMA Amateur 
Nationals at Loretta Lynn's Ranch last year, were trading the lead back 
and forth until Cernic's Racing/Fox/Scott-backed Stull suffered a flat tire. 
That left the Team Green-backed Stewart to capture the win. Stull held on 
to second, while Kawasaki-mounted Gavin Gracyk from Ohio was third. 


Maryland's 15-year-old Travis Pastrana caused quite a stir when he 
dominated Friday and Saturday's Team Green Spring Nationals for ama- 
teurs at High Point.

Pastrana said he will do at least one 
more jumping contest - the ESPN Summer X Games in late June - before 
focusing on the summer amateur national season and his planned profes- 
sional debut at the U.S. Open at the MGM Grand in Las Vegas in early 
October. As for his first professional season in 2000, Pastrana is said to 
already have a deal with Suzuki to ride the 125cc Eastern Regional Super- · 
cross Series and the 125cc outdoor Nationals.

or the third time in as many 
Lr rounds, Pro Circuit/SplitFire/ 
Kawasaki's Ricky Carmichael 
showed his rivals the fast way around 
the track, this time at the scenic High 
Point Raceway in Pennsylvania. 

In front of 18,342 spectators, 
Carmichael again trounced the field in 
the first moto as he took the early lead 
and never looked back. The 19-year-old 
rider from Florida clicked off some 
amazing lap times throughout the race 
and crossed the finish line 20-plus sec- 
onds ahead of his nearest competitor. 

In the second moto, Carmichael had 
a little more work cut out for him, as he 
started in about seventh and had to slice 
his way to the front, only to be greeted 
by his only real nemesis of the season 
thus far, FMF/Honda's Tallon Vohland. 
Carmichael studied his elder's lines and 
went in for the kill several laps later. 
The two had an intense battle for several 
corners before Vohland succumbed to 
the two-time and reigning 125cc champ. 
With the two-moto win, Carmichael 
recorded his third overall win of the 
three-race season and gained several 
points on Vohland in the point stand- 
ings. 

"After a terrible supercross season, it 
feels good to go 1-1 here," Carmichael 
said afterward. "Since we don't go to 
Gainesville anymore, I guess I can call 
High Point my second home, and I'm 
glad I could win here." 





Taking second overall on the day 
was Vohland. A midpack start in the 
first moto had the Northern California 
resident digging deep and making pass- 
es all the way up to third when the 
checkers finally flew. Vohland led the 
second moto for some time until 
Carmichael blitzed by him, but Vohland 
held on to second, and his 3-2 moto fin- 
ishes were strong enough for runner-up 
honors. 

“You hate to lose points, but the goal 
is to get to the podium every time," 
Vohland said of his strategy. "I ended 
up getting sick last weekend and I took 
some time off this week, so I was a bit 
tired out there. My fire wasn't there. It's 
due to a lack of training the week 
before. When you prepare yourself cor- 
rectly, you're more in the zone." 

Finishing third overall was Primal 
Impulse Suzuki/Bill's Pipes/Shift-sup- 
ported Michael Brandes. Although he 
was involved in a small crash in the 
early going, Brandes finished a career- 
best second place in the first moto. He 
backed up his ride with a third-place 
showing in the final moto and grabbed a 
hold of the final podium position for the 
day, making for his best-ever National 
MX showing. 

"I'm really stoked to be on the podi- 
um," an elated Brandes said. "I'm 
happy to be back on track and will 
hopefully be here a few more times this 
year." 

In fourth place at High Point was 
1999 125cc Western Regional Supercross 
Champion Nathan Ramsey. The Pro Cir- 
cuit/SplitFire/Kawasaki rider took two

uneventful - but solid - fourth-place fin- 
ishes and continues to better his resume 
with every race. 

“I felt pretty good today," Ramsey 
said of his consistent results. "I need to 
work on my corner speed and catch a 
second or two a lap, and then maybe I 
can run with them." 

Fifth went to Yamaha of Troy's 
Casey Johnson, who is riding well con- 
sidering he still has a nagging arm 
injury. Johnson crossed the line eighth 
in the first moto and fifth in the second. 
The friendly Californian says he wants 
to get back to where he was at the end 
of last season's Nationals: up front. 

"I'm still trying to get my fitness up," 
Johnson said of being out of action for 
some time. “We have a week off and 
then there is a pre-race at Southwick

next weekend, so I might go there to get 
my timing down." 

Sixth- and seventh-place honors went 
to the other Pro Circuit/SplitFire/ 
Kawasaki team members, Scott Sheak 
and Nick Wey. Sheak took two sev- 
enths, while Wey rode to 11-6 finishes. 
Yamaha of Troy's Casey Lytle rode to 
eighth overall via 6-11 performances 
and FMF/Honda's Brock Sellards took 


ninth with 10-8 finishes. Rounding out 
the top 10 was KTM's Kelly Smith with 
a pair of nines. 


MOTO ONE 


It was Yamaha of Troy's Ernesto Fon- 
seca who grabbed a short-lived 
holeshot, as Carmichael dashed by on 
the outside just before turn two. As 39 
125cc riders battled for position, 
Carmichael distanced himself from the 
pack - quickly. 

At the end of the first lap, Carmichael 
had a several-second lead over Fonseca 
and Planet Honda/Pro Grip's Jason 
McCormick. Brandes held down sixth, 
while Vohland was very busy, working 
his way through the pack as a result of 
his midpack start. 

Carmichael became the first 125cc 
rider to jump the massive uphill triple, 
and he dazzled the crowd by attempting 
the leap on the second lap. 

Meanwhile, Brandes moved into 
third, passing Fonseca, and McCormick 
showed his strengths as he was holding 
down second. 

As the riders came out of the woods 
toward the rhythm section on the third 
lap, Fonseca was back into second, and 
McCormick and Brandes were nowhere 
to be found. 

“I just committed to a bad line and 
lost my balance and crashed into the 
weeds," a dazed and sore McCormick 
said. "I took out about 20 feet of the fence 
and got a bloody nose. My head swelled 
up and it feels like a bowling ball." 

^He got sideways and shot off into 
the bushes," Brandes explained. "It shot 
me into a tree, and that's when Ernesto 
passed me." 

With McCormick now out of the 
race, Brandes got back into the race and 
was still in third. Vohland was on a 
charge and was up to fourth, and 
Carmichael was now out of sight, occa- 
sionally jumping the triple. 





Brandes and Vohland got by Fonseca 
shortly thereafter and began having 
their own battle. Vohland eventually got 
the upper hand and moved into second. 
Then he slowly pulled away from the 
Suzuki-mounted Brandes. 

Several laps later, Brandes got a sec- 
ond wind, and he began closing back in 
on the superfast Vohland, as was Ram- 
sey on Fonseca. 

On the final lap, Carmichael backed 
it off a bit and coasted across the finish 
with a sign of domination - a fist in the 
air. Brandes went after Vohland and it 
paid off as he made a pass for second 
stick and crossed the line with his best- 
ever finish. 

Ramsey also got busy on the final 
lap, passing Fonseca for fourth. 

“I got a good start and got out front 
and just rode my own race," said a calm 
and collected Carmichael. “I just settled 
into a good pace and felt great." 

“I got a good start but got tight after I 
hit that tree," Brandes said of his ride. “I 
loosened up, and when I saw that I was 
reeling in Tallon, I went for the pass. He 
charged in there but I held him off." 

“I had a bad start and had to pass a 
lot of guys, but when I got into second, I 
kind of settled into a slower pace," said 
Vohland. “Brandes got back by me and I 
saw some of his lines, but it was too 
late." 

"I'm pretty happy with my finish," 
said Fonseca, who came in fifth. "It feels 
better and better every weekend, and I 
need to work my way up. My bike 
works great and I just need to keep 
climbing that ladder." 


MOTO TWO 


Ramsey was the recipient of the $500 
THQ Holeshot Award for nailing the 
start of the second moto. Brandes and 
Vohland latched on to his rear fender, 
while Carmichael was back in seventh. 

Brandes took over the lead before the 
end of the first lap and Vohland fol- 
lowed him, moving into second. 
Carmichael was up to fourth. 

Vohland took over the lead by over- 
taking Brandes on the second lap. 
Carmichael passed Ramsey for third but 
still had some ground to make up on the 
leaders. 

A lap later, Carmichael moved by 
Brandes for second and was several sec- 





onds behind the leader, Vohland. For 
the next few laps, Carmichael followed 
Vohland, studying his lines and closing 
the gap. 

At around the halfway point of the 
30-minute-plus-two-lap moto, 
Carmichael made his bid for the lead. 
Vohland swept around the outside of a 
turn to clear a downhill double, while 
Carmichael dived to the inside. Vohland 
landed too fast and drifted outside 
again, while Carmichael clipped the 
double, scrubbed off speed and dived to 
the inside in the following turn, execut- 
ing a beautiful pass. 

Vohland, though, did not back down 
and went right after the crafty teenager. 
Vohland held it wide open around a 
long downhill sweeper, as Carmichael 
decided to drag-race him down the 
straight. As the two approached the cor- 
ner side by side, Carmichael looked 
over at Vohland. Carmichael then 
grabbed a handful of brake, while Voh- 
land dived into the depth of the berm. 
As Vohland exited, the swift Carmichael 
had taken his line away, executing 
another gorgeous block-pass. 

"That's what racing is all about," 
Carmichael said. “I figured that I better 
not play around too much, because I 
would get out of my pace and it would 
be hard to pull away." 

From that point on, Carmichael was 
never challenged. The Kawasaki pilot 
gained distance every lap and set sail to 
his second win of the day. 

Vohland chased Carmichael to the 
finish, while Brandes rode by himself in 
third. Ramsey also rode alone in fourth 
for some time, while Casey Johnson 
worked his way into fifth several laps 
from the finish. 

Carmichael crossed the line for his 
fifth win out of six motos. Vohland 
cruised across the finish line in second 
place, some 10 seconds behind 
Carmichael, while Brandes held on to 
third. Ramsey took another fourth, with 
Johnson rounding out the top five. 

“Tallon got out front and I had to reel 
him in, and since he was riding good, I 
had to hammer down," Carmichael 
said. “I had some good lines, and it feels 
good to win here." 

"| wanted to beat Ricky to get those 
points," Vohland said. “I feel that I’m in 
a good position after three races, 








though. Anything can happen. I've seen 
it before, and I just want to be there if it 
does." 

“I was having fun leading and was 
comfortable," Brandes said, "but I 
wasn't quite running the pace those 
other two guys had. Third place is a 
good start, though." см

fter sitting out virtually all of the 
A" Grand National season, it 

only took three races in 1999 for 
Kevin Atherton to put his Tom Cum- 
mings Racing Harley-Davidson back 
into an AMA Grand National winner's 
circle. 

The BF/LFA/Michigan Harley- 
Davidson Dealer's Association-spon- 
sored Atherton was the fastest rider all 
day when the series made its way to the 
historic Springfield Mile. Ironically, 
Atherton's last National victory was on 
the very same track, on September 1, 
1997. 

The racing surface was smooth and 
bullet-fast at the start of the day, but for 
the second week in a row, rain threat- 
ened the activities. Light sprinkles inter- 
rupted practice, forcing a short delay. It 
was then decided to run the entire 
Grand National program before the two 
support classes, the Harley-Davidson 
Sportster Performance series and the 
SuperTrapp SuperTracker Series. 

Atherton's obvious early domination 
left the former Harley-Davidson factory 
rider confident. 

“We had been going so fast all day, 
but track conditions had played in my 
favor early on," Atherton said. "I 
thought I wanted to try and run away. 
Nobody has done it in a long time. I 
wanted to see if I could do it." 

When the green light flashed, send- 
ing the 18 AMA stars off for a 25-lap 
war, it was business as usual on the Illi- 
nois State Fairgrounds mile. Five differ- 
ent riders "officially" led laps, with no 
one leading more than seven laps total. 
The lead pack contained from eight to 
15 riders well into the race. Change was 
the one constant that occurred every lap, 
with riders moving up or down in the 
standings in four- or five-position 
jumps. As the race drew to a close, the 
already hectic pace picked up. The last 
five laps saw a 12-rider draft at the top 
of the board. 

“At five to go, it’s pandemonium,” 
Atherton said. “All that other stuff, all 
that screwing around is over. The last 
five laps are serious. It’s so unbelievable 
here, it’s incredible. The fans are great, 
they really get into it. I'd like to sit up in 
the stands and watch a race here." 

In the final charge out of turn four to 
the checkered flag, it was the old 
Harley-Davidson factory racing team 
reunited, as Atherton was joined by his 
former teammates Scott Parker and 
Chris Carr. 

On lap 24, Geo Roeder got into some 
oil in the fourth turn and wadded his 
Schaeffer's Harley-Davidson/Las Vegas 
Harley-Davidson XR. Roeder was unin- 
jured and off the groove, and the hostili- 
ties continued into the last lap. 

Parker was looking for his 14th win 
at Springfield on his Harley-Davidson 
Motor Company / AGV /Fick Excavat- 
ing-backed Harley. 

"That last lap, Kevin made it a good 
one," Parker said. "I wasn't sure if Chris 
was right there or not, so I had to be a

little cautious on that. They were wav- 
ing the yellow flag where Roeder had 
fallen in turn four. I looked up and 
broke the tire loose for just a second; 
that just gave him the break that he 
needed. I thought, ‘Oh, no, that’s going 
to let Chris draft by me,’ but just there at 
the end I started to catch a little draft off 
Kevin. It’s just one of those things. We 
came up just a little short.” 

“We didn’t have any tire choices, so 
we had to put a brand-new tire on for 
the National,” Atherton said. “You can’t 
smoke it around there the first couple of 
laps on a brand-new tire - you'd blister 
the tire. We had to wait for the tire to 
start working in. Then I started working 
my way to the front of the pack. When I 
got up there, it felt like the gearing was 


off. I think we were geared a little high- 
er than everyone else. I thought if I 
couldn't beat them to the start/finish 
line from behind, I'll have to lead it off 
four. I felt like I could get through the 
corners a little better because the chassis 
was working pretty well." 

The Harley-Davidson of Sacramen- 
to/Phoenix Racing/Big Valley Ford- 
backed Carr had led one of his two laps 
at the white flag but was relegated to 
third at the finish line. 

"It was a struggle," Carr said. "My 
bike worked the best when we were in 
second and had somebody to tow me. 
When I was running third, it was like I 
couldn't get the thing to accelerate. I 
don't know why it was. It was just 
weird. I was second briefly, and got a 











good drive and was able to run Scotty 
down, but every time I'd drop back to 
third, fourth or fifth, I couldn't use the 
double draft. That was the best I could 
do today. I wasn't pulling off the cor- 
ners hard enough. Kevin rode really 
well. It was really a good, clean race for 
as close as it was." 

On the last lap, the close racing did 
provide some contact. While turning in 
one of his best rides in several years, 1- 
800-FASTHOG /Moroney's Harley- 
Davidson rider Mike Hacker got into 
Carr. 

“1 was trying to draft Carr down the 
front straight and got into his pipes," 
Hacker said. "I was trying to get on the 
podium. I wanted to get on the podium 
bad." 





"I've done that before, too - it's no 
big deal," Carr said. “We're all trying to 
get a good draft going down the 
straightaway. Sometimes you cut 'em a 
little close. It's happened to me before, 
and I’ve done it to other people. It's not 
a real big problem. He left me with a 
souvenir on my exhaust pipe. I’m sure 
he learned a bunch. Springfield always 
seems to produce a hell of a show. 
Hopefully with the TV coverage we can 
put 40,000 people in here." 

Making his first appearance at a 
National since Daytona was fifth-place 
finisher Terry Poovey. The Texan was in 
the lead pack for most of the race on his 
USC Racing/ Arai/Hap Jones-backed 
Honda, and he led a few laps early, only 
to slip back. 

"The Honda was fast, just like it 
always is,” Poovey said. “I’ve been 
working out and training. Kevin 
screwed me up (going) down the front 
straight, when he about put me into the 
wall. Then I lost the draft and had to 
catch back up.” 

Poovey’s Honda was the only non- 
Harley-Davidson entered. 

Sixth went to Saddlemen/Lancaster 
Harley-Davidson/Dodge Brothers- 
backed Kevin Varnes. His race was an 
up-and-down affair, as he started the 
race in the bottom third of the field, and 
the only time he was as high as sixth 
was on the last lap. 

“I wanted to take it easy at first, but I 
didn’t want to take it too easy and drop 
way back,” said Varnes. “I was passing 
a lot of guys on the outside, especially 
going into turn one. I was just blowing 
right by them. I wasn't sure if they were 
slowing up or what. I went in to turn 
three once, and it felt a little squirrelly. I 
thought I'd blistered my tire. I backed 
off, and a couple of guys got by me." 

Varnes’ problems turned out to be 
from a slight oil leak that was hitting his 
own rear tire. 

“At five laps to go, I started to work 
my way back up," Varnes said. "I might 
have pushed a little harder if l'd known 
the tire was this good. I’m happy. That's 
my best finish on a mile with a Harley. I 
got a fifth on the Honda." 

Bartels' Harley-Davidson's Shaun 
Russell made a miraculous charge that 
saw him come from last place on lap 
seven to a seventh-place finish. 

“I tried to go around somebody on 
the outside, going into three, and they 
went off the groove, so I went off the 
groove," Russell said. "I was last at that 
point. I just started picking them off one 
by one. I started catching up, but with 
about five to go, I ran out of tire and 
couldn't pass anymore. I was out of tire, 
and those guys were really getting a 
good drive off the turns. By the time I 
was in their draft, we were in the next 
corner, so I couldn't pass anymore. It's 
cool. That's my first finish in the top 10, 
so I'm happy. The miles have been 
good to me. I guess they fit my style bet- 
ter. Jim Kelly builds an awesome motor- 
cycle, and it was working good." 

Corbin Racing's Rich King was 
another rider bouncing around in the 
middle of the pack. "We were trying to 
save the tire and just trying to hold on to 
the lead pack, hoping that everyone else 
would burn their tires up," King said. 
“We just slipped up a little bit there 
toward the end. The last couple of laps, 
Kevin (Varnes) got up in front of me 
and oiled me a little bit, but that's rac- 
ing. The outcome of the race was pretty 
well set by then. How many times do 
you come to Springfield and one of 
these Harleys don't oil?" 

Eaken Racing/Rod' Lake-backed Will 
Davis finished a disappointing ninth. 

^We were in the lead pack, just at the

tail end of it," Davis said. "We should 
have been at the front of it. Early in the 
day, we made some decisions with tires 
and different stuff. I made some pretty 
dumb mistakes and put myself in the 
back. We'll just go on to the next one. I 
could never find the right deal to get 
myself up to third or fourth. We were 
up to sixth, but the track was a lot more 
one-line today than normal. You 
couldn't use your corner speed to make 
things happen. You had to wait on 
someone to make a mistake. I just didn't 
get there." 

Rounding out the top 10 was USC 
Racing/Lancaster Harley-Davidson/ 
Marshall Distibuting's Bryan Bigelow. It 
was a bittersweet finish to Bigelow's 
day. 

"]t was pretty good, but (coming) 
from the front row, I expected a little bit 
better than 10th," Bigelow said. "I've 
never run up front before on a mile, so I 
was pretty happy with that. Everybody 
was just in a big line, and I tried to go 
around on the outside. Nobody was 
willing to put up with some little kid 
going around on the outside of the 
groove. I got pushed off a little bit and 
dropped way back. I settled back down 





and started picking off (riders) one by 
one. I guess I was as far back as 16th, 
and I got up to 10th. Another top-10. I 
can't be really disappointed, especially 
since I didn't even make the main here 
last year." 


HEATS 


Atherton picked up where he left off 
in qualifying, as he easily won the first 
heat. 

“I like to go fast, and that's what 
we're here to do," Atherton said. 

The race for second was more 
Springfield-like. Davis, Jay Springsteen 
and King battled from start to finish for 
the last two transfer spots. Bartels' 
Harley-Davidson/Real McCoy's/Super- 
Trapp-backed Springsteen took second, 
and Davis was left out when King draft- 
ed by at the finish line for third. 

The large crowd came alive for heat 
two when Poovey led a tight pack made 
up of J.R. Schnabel, Joe Kopp, Steve 
Beattie, Jim Sumner, Gary Rogers and 
Hacker. Poovey was being constantly 
harassed by Beattie and Hacker, but he 
did pull out a small lead on lap nine. 

Entering turn three on the last lap, 
Hacker dived under Poovey and led 





him off turn four. But the veteran had 
one more lesson for the youngster, and 
he drafted back by for the win. 

"| knew where those guys were and 
what I had to do," Poovey said. "I'm 
just a bit rusty." 

Hacker held on for second, and Team 
Powell/Sunoco's Schnabel took the last 
transfer spot from Kopp and Beattie. 

Varnes led the first lap of heat three, 
only to give way to Parker one lap later. 
Carr soon followed, with Dan Stanley 
and Nicky Hayden drafting into con- 
tention as well. As if there wasn't 
enough traffic at the front, Bret Beyer 
also joined in by the halfway point. 
With two laps left, Varnes almost 
unloaded while exiting turn four. Hay- 
den moved to third, with Stanley, Beyer 
and now McCoy right behind him. On 
the last lap, Hayden slipped off the 
groove in turn four, and when the draft- 
ing was all over, Parker had the win 
over Gardner Racing/Springfield 
Armory-backed Stanley and Carr. 
Varnes, McCoy, Hayden and Beyer 
would finish in that order and head to 
the semis. 

The last heat was red-flagged as Vic- 
tor McAnally bailed off in turn two on 
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the first lap. Although he was unin- 
jured, McAnally couldn’t make repairs 
in time to make the restart. Paul Morgan 
III led the restart, but only temporarily. 
Dan Butler then took over, with 
Bigelow, Roeder, Morgan and Russell 
hot after him. Russell took over on lap 
two while Butler lost second to Bigelow, 
then slipped off the groove. Butler start- 
ed working his way back to the front 
before dropping out of the race with 
mechanical problems. 

Bigelow found a burst of speed and 
took a comfortable lead into the last lap. 
Steve Morehead came from nowhere on 
his KK Motorcycle Supply/F&S Harley- 
Davidson/John Sheperd-backed Harley 
to take second. Russell held on for the 
last transfer over Roeder, Morgan and 
Brett Landes. 

"They just told me to hold it wide 
open and don't look back," Bigelow 
said. "That's my first GNC heat-race 
win anywhere," 


SEMIS 


Davis jumped out to lead the first 
semi. Beattie pressured Davis for a few 
laps before settling into second. On lap 
six of the eight-lap race, Hayden chal- 
lenged Beattie, but despite the heavy 
attack, Beattie sent the young star to his 
van. 

The second semi saw Butler leading 
the first lap after starting on the third 
row because he had to use his backup 
bike. The large group of riders drafting 
for second was able to cut into Butler's 
lead. By the halfway point, Kopp held 
the lead over his Harley-Davidson of 
Missouri/Dave Burks Motorsports 
teammate, Kenny Coolbeth. When the 
pack thundered past the white flag, it 
was McCoy on his Harley-Davidson of 
Dallas/Eagle Security-backed Harley up 
front. McCoy was able to edge Coolbeth, 


sending Landes, Kopp, Butler and ' 


Rogers packing. 

The last semi continued the great rac- 
ing that had been experienced on the 
mile all day. Varnes led into turn one, 
but Beyer took the point first at the end 
of lap one. Roeder, Dave Camlin and 
Varnes made up the lead pack. Sumner 
moved into the lead draft while the 
other four took turns leading the race. In 
the end, Roeder led Varnes into the 
main. Beyer, Dave Camlin and Wade 
Camlin were all done for the day.

Atherton used his first pick of start- 
ing positions to take the outside next to 
the wall. To his left were Poovey, Park- 
er, Springsteen, Bigelow and Hacker. 
Morehead, Stanley, Schnabel, Russell, 
Carr and King made up row two.

Coolbeth and Varnes. Davis sat alone in 
the fourth row. 

When the field hit turn two, Parker 
was in the lead, with Poovey, Hacker, 


"Springsteen and Carr breathing down 


his neck. 

Springsteen was running strong. He 
made a midrace charge that took him to 
second by lap 14. About the same time, 
Springer's charge was coming undone. 
By lap 18 he was in the pits. 

"Truthfully, I don't know what hap- 
pened,” Springsteen said. "We're just 
guessing ignition, coil or something. We 
can't find anything. After halfway, it 
started spitting in the carburetor, going 
around the corner, then it would hesi- 
tate and run down the straightaways. 
For about three laps it did that, then it 
just got worse and worse. It cut off on 
one, then would run on two, then back 
to one. When I came into the pits and sat 
here, it was all right, but at speed it's 
spitting out the carburetor. I was taking 
it easy. I had it on cruise. I was just bid- 
ing my time." 

Atherton methodically worked his 
way to the front. 

“I couldn't draft either Chris or Scot- 
ty by the start/finish line, but they 
couldn't beat me to the start/finish line 
either," Atherton said. "It worked out. I 
didn't know for sure if it would or not. 
We've been here so many times, and the 
racing is really so consistent here. We 
pretty much knew what to look for. 
With five to go, I did turn it up a little 
bit to try to get away. Scotty came with 
me, and of course Chris was there, too." 

Parker may be thinking about retire- 
ment, but apparently he is still not 
above learning lessons. 

“I felt like I had things under con- 
trol," Parker said. "Kevin set a pace at 
the beginning to work his way to the 
front. When he got up there, I think the 
pace picked up at that point. Everybody 
gives everybody a little room, but once 
you get that five-to-go sign, everybody 
goes, ‘Now’s the time.’ Toward the mid- 
dle of the race, I thought I saw an

opportunity to get away, but it didn't 
work. If I had it to do over again, I’d do 
things a little differently, but hindsight 
is 20/20. I think I learned what I needed 
to do at that point. We'll just save that 
for the next time." 

Hacker rode a strong race through- 
out the main. 

"It makes a big difference when you 
start out up front," Hacker said. "I've 
always had to come from the back here. 
Im happy with everything. Mike 
Wheeler built a real fast bike - it's proba- 
bly the fastest bike I’ve ever had. After 
not making it last week (Harrington), a 
fourth this week is a whole lot better. I 
was just biding my time. They went to 
another level that last five laps. It 
seemed like I could get up there, but I 
couldn’t do much with them. They were 
fighting it out pretty good.” 

Beattie earned 11th. 

“We got a bad start and worked our 
way up from the back,” Beattie said. “It 
seemed like I would pass one or two, 
then someone else would come by and 
drop me three back. We blew up the fast 
bike in practice, jumped on the other 
one, and it worked just as good, too. I’m 
happy with 11th after last weekend's 
disappointing ride. I think I was the 
only one in that back pack that didn’t 
oil. I kind of had a hard time with that. 
Everyone was oiling all around me.” 

Twelfth fell to McCoy. 

“The guys seemed like they were 
stopping a little more than I wanted to,” 
McCoy said. “I just couldn't get a run on 
them to get past them. I was just trying 
to take it easy, then once I got going, try- 
ing to wait for a good time to pass. I 
never could find a good time, and I 
ended up going up high and trying to 
go around on the outside. I ended up 
hitting Bigelow with my handlebar and 
ran off the groove. I had to play catch- 
up then. I caught back up but was about 
10 spots too far back, I think. I think we 
could use a little more horsepower to 
get us up front a little quicker, but it 
didn't run too bad today." 





Schnabel was somewhat satisfied 
with 13th. 

“We started out about 11th and then 
dropped back a little bit,” Schnabel said. 
“Got back to about 12th, then I got a lit- 
tle high one lap and dropped way back. 
We ended up 13th because a couple of 
guys broke. The bike was running good, 
and I felt good, but one little bobble put 
us out of it. One mess-up and you go 
from around 10th to about 15th in no 
time." 

Stanley was a contender early. 

“We started off pretty good, but the 
track got faster, and we were starting to 
run out of gearing, or the motor got a lit- 
tle slow," Stanley said. "It just got to 
where I couldn't draft them anymore. I 
just kind of stayed mellow the first 
seven or eight laps, and then I wanted to 
start to move up. I'd get in the draft, but 
I just couldn't pull by them. Other than 
that we had a good day. We finally 
made it in there, got some points and 
finished the race." 

Morehead was the first rider out of 
the race, dropping out after completing 
14 laps. 

^We built the motorcycle in a day, 
and it ran like it,” Morehead said. “You 
can't come to Springfield, Illinois, and 
run with these guys without a full-time 
race team. We don't have that right 
now. That's all I can say.” 

Coolbeth was the last rider running. 

"The bike seemed to slow down after 
the halfway point, but I just couldn't get 
it to hook up today," Coolbeth said. 
"The track is really different today. It's 
kind of rippled." 


HARLEY-DAVIDSON SPORTSTER 
PERFORMANCE NATIONAL 


There were 35 riders entered in the 
Sportster class. Three heats pared the 
field down for the 17-rider main. Jess 
Roeder, James Hart and Willie McCoy 
were heat-race winners. 

“1 really wanted to win this race for 
my dad," defending series champion 
Jess Roeder said. "He won here in 1963, 





and I wanted to give him another ride 
with the checkered flag." 

The Las Vegas Harley-Davidson/ 
Roeder Harley-Davidson-backed Roeder 
got his wish, as he did lead all but one of 
the 12 laps in the main en route to victo- 
ry. Willie McCoy slipped into the lead 
on lap 11, but Roeder, who was taking 
time off from his new road racing ven- 
ture, came right back to take the win. 

Miller Electric/Bartel's Harley- 
Davidson's Shaun Russell was a close 
second, dropping the DPC Racing/ 
Harley-Davidson of Dallas-backed 
McCoy to third. After a brief retirement, 
Paul Morgan III returned to action 
aboard one of Pat Moroney's 1-800- 
FASTHOG machines. Morgan moved 
up from the middle of the pack to finish 
fourth. 

Although not retired, Bret Beyer 
made his first National appearance of 
1999 and finished a solid fifth aboard his 
Suburban Motors Harley-Davidson/ 
S&B Racing Sportster, Sixth went to 
Dale's Harley-Davidson/The Wrench/ 
Donnellson Cycle-backed James Hart. 

Series points leader Gary Rogers suf- 
fered his first defeat of the season. The 
Mitchell's Modesto Harley-Davidson 
rider was relegated to seventh. Rogers 
does still maintain his points lead,

ound two of the AMA's Super- 
|; SuperTracker Series came 
to the Illinois State Fairgrounds 
mile oval, the smooth and fast track pro- 
viding the second test for the burgeon- 
ing series. 

The threat of the almost yearly rain 
that falls at Springfield on Memorial 
Day forced the SuperTrackers to be the 
final race of the day. The fear of rain 
kept the water truck off the track, and 
the 1000cc riders were faced with a 
much drier track for their races than 
they'd had in practice. 

J.R. Schnabel had won the series' first 
event in Hagerstown, Maryland, and he 
was looking to make it two in a row on 
his Team Powell/Hall's Motorsports 
Suzuki. 

"It's going to be interesting now, 
with the track drying out, but in prac- 
tice, when it was wet, it felt really 
good,” Schnabel said. "We'll see what 
happens. It should be fun." 

It was fun for Schnabel, Joe Kopp 
and Steve Morehead. The three Suzuki 
pilots ran away from the 12-rider field 
and thrilled the fans with a photo finish. 
It was only after the AMA reviewed the 
tapes that the Dick's Suzuki/Dave 
Burks Motorsports-backed Kopp was 
awarded the win over Morehead. Schn- 
abel was credited with third. 


Morehead had taken his KK Motor- . 


cycle Supply/F&S Harley-Davidson- 
backed Suzuki to the win in the first 
heat, while RJ Polaris/UNDO Rac- 
ing/Maxxis-sponsored Rich King 
pushed his Honda into second over 
part-time teammate Brett Landes, who 
was astride an RJ Polaris & Victory/ 
James Landes/Missile Engineering- 
backed Ducati. The Widman Harley- 
Davidson/fim Wagner-sponsored Buell 
of Brian Kromroy was fourth. Art 
Scaggs Racing's Joey Brock finished fifth 
on a Harley-Davidson. Total Perfor- 
mance Racers’ Scott. Deubler put the 
sixth different brand into the main event 
when he finished sixth on a Yamaha. 

It seems that Kopp and J.R. Schnabel 
are almost inseparable in 1999. Every

time you look up, they are battling for 
position. This time it was for the heat- 
two victory. Kopp showed off the power 
of his Suzuki by winning the six-lap 
heat, turning his six laps almost four 
seconds faster than Morehead's first- 
heat-winning time. Schnabel was a close 
second. Robert Buffington's first ride on 
his Wolf Racing/Suburban Harley- 
Davidson-backed Suzuki netted him 
third. Robert Miller brought his How- 
ell's Harley-Davidson/Finish Line 
Tech/Saddlemen-backed Harley home 
fourth. Mike Hacker and Scott Stump 
suffered mechanical problems with their 
Harleys and failed to finish. 

Kopp led the main into the first turn, 
but Morehead was out front at the end 
of lap one, with Schnabel making it a 
Suzuki trio. The three front-runners left 
Landes to run a lonely fourth. 

"The first half of the race, it was me 
and Morehead," Kopp said. "Then,

when you get three people involved, it 
gets a little more interesting. It was real- 
ly fun racing with Morehead and J.R. I 
knew we all wanted to come out of 
there safe." 

King and Miller were battling over 
fifth. King eventually pulled clear, and 
Miller was left to hold off Kromroy's 
late-race charge. 

Deubler and Stump were dueling 
well off the pace but would come into 
play as the 12-lap race wound down. 
Stump and Deubler got the "move over" 
flag as the leaders received the white 
flag. 

“On the white flag, we came into 
turn one, and I saw Scott Deubler put 
his hand up,” Kopp said. “He was on 
the outside, and I was in the middle, 
between him and Steve. Steve just drove 
it in there harder than I thought he was 
going to. I drove in hard, too, thinking 
he was going to let off. His foot hit my 














clutch lever, and then he peeked over 
his shoulder like, ‘Are you still up?’ We 
saved it, so it was like a three-quarter- 
lap race to the finish.” 

The three Suzuki riders thundered to 
the finish line, then had to wait for the 
videotape review to find out who won. 
Schnabel was an obvious third, but that 
was still good enough to hold on to the 
points lead by one point over Morehead, 
the second-place finisher. Kopp is just 
five points behind the leader, and it is 
apparent that these three are establish- 
ing themselves as the cream of the 
SuperTracker crop at this time. 

Kopp's feelings on the new series? 
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"It was fun," Kopp said. "I think it's 
going to be a neat class for some of the 
half miles especially. Lima's going to be 
a blast. They (Suzukis) were handling a 
lot different than the 750 was. It was 
really bucking around in the corner. 
Steve's and J.R.'s were doing the same 
thing. So it was kind of touch-and-go in 
the corner; they weren't real safe-feeling 
there. I’ve had my Harley do that 
before, but I can't remember exactly 
what we did to fix it. 

"They were really even, but the neat 
thing about these is when you pull out 
to draft and they keep pulling," Kopp 
continued. "On the 750, when you pull 
out, its like you hit a wall. These things 
pull so hard, it doesn't really feel like 
you have to draft." 

One more constant among the top 
three riders? AII three rode machines 
built by former Will Davis and Steve 
Morehead mechanic Dennis Towne. ем

о one can say that Mike Brown 

is a quitter. After a disappoint- 

ing first attempt at the 250cc 

World MX title in 1997, Brown 
returned home to Tennessee to ride the 
AMA. National Series, but he is now 
back in Europe, taking care of unfin- 
ished business: winning a World Cham- 
pionship. 

Brown's first attempt on the GP cir- 
cuit actually started off well, winning 
the warmup Beaucaire International. 
That day, Brown was the fastest man in 
Europe. What followed, however, were

injuries, homesickness and problems 
with his bikes. His promising season did 
not pan out. 

“Т broke a rib before the first GP of 
the season and it was real sore," Brown 
said of the 1997 season. “From there, it 
never really got going. I crashed in the 
first GP of the year, then I crashed in the 
second round of the year. The second 
crash, I hurt my back real bad; at first, I 
thought I was paralyzed." 

Brown struggled on, but just one 
round later he was already contemplat- 
ing going back home. 

“I had just about had it,” Brown said.

"In Holland, my bike fouled a spark 
plug. I went to the team boss, Michele 
Rinaldi, and I told him I wanted to go 
home. He was great and told me to just 
relax and take it easier on myself." 

Still, Brown raced despite suffering 
food poisoning in Italy and the fact that 
he was still very homesick. His easygoing 
nature was being tested to its limits. 

"In the end, I just told myself to get 
used to it,” Brown said. “By the end of 





the season, I was finding it not too bad. 
But by then I had made a deal with 
Honda of Troy for 1998 in America." 
Brown ended up finishing 11th in the 
250cc points standings and his best 
result was fifth place, which he 
recorded six times throughout 
the season. But due to his early- 
season injuries, Brown was 
unable to mount a serious 
assault on the title. 
By the end of his debut year 
in Europe, Brown was sure it was 
the right move to get back on the 
plane to America and start all over 
again in his homeland. But things did 
not go well there, either. Toward the 
end of the 1998 season and after some 
amazing rides, some wins and some dis- 
appointments, Brown was again on the 
unwanted list, at least on American soil. 

“I could not get a good deal in Amer- 
ica (for the 1999 season)," Brown said. "I 
had talked to Yamaha about the four- 
stroke ride, but nothing came from that. 
I could not get anything else - at least 
not what I felt was worth staying for. 
Dave Thorpe (CAT Honda's team man- 
ager) offered me a contract for the 1999 
season and I was more than happy with 
the chance to race in Europe again. I was 
not a 250cc rider - I’m more suited to 
125s - and knowing I could do the 
World 125cc Championship made me 
feel I could prove to some people that I 
was not a total loss in Europe." 

When three-time World 500cc 
Motocross champion Dave Thorpe was 
asked to comment on Mike Brown, he 
was quick to point out that Brown is a 
fighter, not one to lay down and play 
dead. 

“I did not know Mike Brown when I 
signed him," Thorpe said. "Since I have 
worked with Mike, I have found he is a 
pure racer. Put him in Japan, Europe or 
America and he will race, he will give 
his best. It's not often you can find.a 
rider like that. He is also a very well- 
prepared rider; his preparation is, I 
think, his strong point, for sure." 

With a new contract and a new home 
in England, Brown is very content with 
his life. Gone are the days of feeling 
lonely on the road in Italy, as was the 
case in 1997 when he rode for the Yama- 
ha Rinaldi team. 

“Tt was an Italian team," Brown said. 
"They are all good guys, the Rinaldis, 
but it was a different type of life than in 
America. I’ve found in England that it 
isn't such a big change. I eat okay, I 
have guys I go out with. I live withia 
family in Reading; they do my washing 
and cook my food - it's really nice." 

Thorpe has been very much the dif- 
ference in Brown's second coming to 
Europe. He's helping Brown with more 
than just his racing. 

^He gets on with my friends," Thor- 
pe said, “goes out with them, and he is 
having a good time while he's in Eng- 
land. Honda has given him a car, so he 
can get around without needing to hope 
somebody can help him. He's very 
much doing his own thing. without 
restrictions. He is also riding very well, 
and I'm not only talking about racing in 
the Grands Prix - he's doing great in the 
British Championships. You might not 
know this, and they won't in America, 
but Jamie Dobb is superfast in the 
British Championships, much faster 
than he was in the U.S. or is in Europe, 
and in the British championships Mike 
is keeping Dobb honest - not too many 
guys can do that." 

Brown is also making regular trips 
back to America, a deal Thorpe thinks is 
very important to keep his rider at ease 
with the move to Europe. 

“He has been back home five times 


already," Thorpe said. “It’s what is best 
for Mike and his family. He should not 
be stuck in Europe too long at once - it's 
not home - and Mike needs to make 
those trips. He sees his wife and family. 
It's great for him." 


Brown is not wasting the resource of . 


Thorpe's experience, either. The two can 
constantly be seen communicating 
throughout a GP weekend, and it seems 
the two make a very good combination. 

“I have learned some stuff from 
him," Brown said. “I would be crazy not 
to listen. He is a former World Champi- 
on. He tells me some lines and we walk 
the track together. I want to learn all I 
can from him." 

The 1999 season has been a good one 
for Brown so far. After a slow start due 
to some machine problems in the open- 
ing round in France, Brown is now con- 
sidered one of the elite of the 125cc 
Grand Prix Series, and he could not be 
happier. 

“My footpegs came off in the first 
moto of the year, and I had to retire," 
Brown said. "I was riding okay and 
went to put my foot down and there 
was nothing there. I felt good, though, 
and I knew I could race up at the front 
in this series. I'm really a 125cc rider and 
I felt at home in the class, which was not 
the case in '97." 

Thorpe also felt a little sorry for 
Brown after the opening-round prob- 
lems. In fact, the CAT Honda team was 
in dire straights after Brown's first-moto 
result. 

“Tt was not Mike's fault at all,” Thor- 
pe said. ^We had a bad start in the first 
moto, with the footpeg coming off. In 
the second moto, Mike had to ride for a 
consistent result as the team needed a 
15th-place finish or better to get our 
flights paid to the Brazilian round. The 
pressure was on Mike." 

The American would score enough 
points in that second moto in France to 
get his place in Brazil, but still, a DNF 
and a seventh was- not good enough to 
give Brown a good feeling about his 
new challenge. 

Brown's results would improve, 
though, with round two in Italy and 
round three in Brazil, where he went 3-3 
and 3-3. Then came a second and a 
fourth in round four in Spain. 

^My confidence is maybe better than 
it's been all my career," Brown said. ^I 
feel after every GP since France I have 
ridden better. I know I can win races. 





a points lead on me, but I won’t quit. I 
can still win this championship - he'll 
need to have some problems, (but) I’m 
not out of it yet.” 

From the Spanish Grand Prix, Brown 
headed to the soft sand of Mill in Hol- 
land and it was here that the American 
proved his move to Europe was a good 
one. Following up on a consistent fourth 
place in the first moto, Brown raced 
away with the second moto, leading 
home series leader Chiodi and proving 
to the World that he is a racer of the 
highest level. 

"| don't ride sand very much," 
Brown said. ^I rode it easily in Holland, 
though - just took my own pace. You 
know, I have won National overalls and 
stuff in America, but it's always good to 
win in Europe. It's another type of rac- 
ing, and my confidence has improved 
since I was here two years ago." 

Brown is currently placed third in the 
125cc World Championships. A top- 
three placing is enough to bring a smile 
to the friendly American's face, 
although a win is his main objective. 

“I will be happy with top-three at the 
end of the year,” Brown said. “I’m not 
going to give up on winning the cham- 
pionship yet, though." 

With his form on a high and his 
results showing improvement, Brown 
has made another decision that will see 
him return to Europe in the year 2000. 
He will race next season in Europe, 
again forgoing a chance to return to his 
homeland, although he is sure to return 
to America for some racing at the end of 
this season. 

“1 have already done a deal with 
Dave (Thorpe) for 2000," Brown said. 
“My original contract was for one year. I 
am ‘really happy here; life is good and I 
don't have the same misgivings I had in 
my first year in Europe. ГЇЇ make some 
trips home to race at the end of the year. 
I really want to do Buchanan, Washou- 
gal, Millville and Steel City. I have also 
been asked to do the 250cc Grand Prix at 
Budds Creek at the end of the season. 
I'm looking forward to that race - racing 
again against the 250 guys.” 

While living in Europe, Brown keeps 
up with what is going on in the 125cc 
AMA Nationals, and he has his idea of 
who will win this year’s series. Having 
been teamed with Tallon Vohland in his 
1997 GP year and having raced against

AMA series, the Grand Prix rider 





said. “Vohland’s a little wild sometimes, 
although he rode great in the first two 
rounds at Glen Helen and Hangtown. 
Over the complete season, I think 
Carmichael will be there at the end - 
he's good on the 125s. I want to get to 
some of those races, though, and ‘show 
what I can do. It’s always great to race 
in your own country in conditions you 
are used to.” 

Whatever happens to Mike Brown in 
the next two years in Europe, you have 
to give the guy a lot of credit. He moved 
to a part of the MX world that most 
Americans don’t understand and don’t 
want to. While he was knocked down 
by the European way of life in 1997, the 
1999 version of Mike 
Brown is two years 
older and two 
years wiser. 

“I learned 
a lot about ё | 
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Brown's first World attempt was two years 
ago in the 250cc class. He has returned to 
Europe for the 1999 season in the more 
familiar - for him - 125cc class.

the first time I came here," Brown said. 
“1 found it tough. Man, some of those 
places I visited were not nice. I have 
found that in England, though, you can 
get on with the people. I'm not a diffi- 
cult person, I don't make trouble, so it 
should not be difficult for me over 
here." 

Now happy with this new career 
move, Brown is also looking at racing 
several supercross races in Europe at the 
end of the 1999 season, staying in the 
European scene rather than going home 
and racing local events in Tennessee. 

“I want to do some indoor races," 
Brown said. "I've talked to my sponsors 
over here about doing the supercross

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Warren Willing

ith one race to go in the 1961 125cc World Cham- 
W pionship, MZ factory star Ernst Degner defected 

from his native East Germany following the 
Swedish Grand Prix in Kristianstad, taking with him his 
immense storehouse of two-stroke motorcycle engine 
technology. There are those who believe it was a blow 
from which the MZ factory never recovered. 

The following year, Degner took his genius to Suzuki 
and the Japanese company instantly put it to good use. 
The result was Suzuki's first World Championship - the 
1962 50cc title. It was the first of Suzuki's 14 World Cham- 
pionships and it put them squarely on the map. More 
impressive was the fact that Degner was able to penetrate 
the normally insular Japanese culture to make his contri- 
bution. Now, 37 years later, it's happening again, only 
this time the engineer with the Midas touch didn't have to 
defect from a Communist nation - he merely had to walk 
across a paddock in which his reputation was already 
sterling. 

Warren Willing - Australian, ex-racer, formerly of 
Kenny Roberts' teams, both Yamaha and Modenas - is the 
man most credited with restoring the luster to a Suzuki 
franchise which had notably withered over the past sever- 
al years. Willing was essentially part of a package deal to 
bring Kenny Roberts Jr. to Suzuki. The pair had worked 
together on the Modenas project, but this was different. 
This was a real factory, a motorcycle manufacturer with 
boundless resources which was very hungry to win, 
something it hadn't done since May of 1995. 

“Warren is so much more advanced than any other 
guy in the paddock," Roberts Jr. says of his crew chief. “I 
think the thing with Warren is that he loves to do it, and 
he's got an advantage on everybody else because he 
thinks 100 percent with a computer and he thinks 100 per- 
cent with what the rider feels." 

The pair's results were immediate and encouraging. 
They were always among the fastest at the various pre- 
season tests, a regimen which was their most stringent 
ever, and they were usually the most consistent. At the 
first race in Malaysia they were on the pole, and they won 
going away. The victory routine was repeated in a rain- 
sodden Japan a week later, but much more impressively. 
That time, Roberts Jr., who had relatively little experience 
leading a race, came under attack from five-time World 
Champion Mick Doohan late in the race. Unfazed, the 
Suzuki rider put his head down, lowered his lap times 
and pulled away. Everyone, Doohan included, was 
impressed with his poise. Roberts Jr. credits Willing with 
his transformation. 

“I wouldn't be doing any of this without Warren,” 
Roberts Jr. says. “The bike was too far out for the rider to 
say the suspension's this or that. It was out in stiffness 
and geometries, and that kind of stuff. When I got on the 
thing at first, we had Warren.set one up and then Suzuki 
set one up, and the difference was night and day. From 
the first half of a day we just went that direction, and 
Suzuki got faith that that was the way to go. We just kind 
of went from there." 

Getting Suzuki to put faith in this upstart pair may 
have been their greatest accomplishment, according to 
Suzuki team manager Garry Taylor. 

“It was a big rethink from the Suzuki factory's point of 
view to have somebody come in, as Warren has, in that 
senior position," Taylor says. "Because, obviously, Suzuki 
are manufacturers of motorcycles and they're Japanese 
manufacturers of motorcycles. And, in their thinking, all 
the development work and design is done in Japan. 
Which is still very much the case, but Warren brings that 
extra ability and perception, having worked for some of 
the greatest riders over the last 15 years. I was actually 
more worried, to be honest, about getting Warren work- 
ing in a way that was going to keep everybody happy 
within the racing department. I had absolutely no doubt 


about Kenny's ability. I wouldn't even talk of it in terms 
of potential, because I don't think it is potential - it's a 
proven. In the end, Warren spent quite a bit of time in 
Japan with the engineers and they warmed to him. They 
suddenly realized that here was a man who could help 
them expand their knowledge, and which they could con- 
tribute to anyway." 


Like many mechanics and engineers, Willing began as 
a racer and a pretty good one at that. A contemporary of 
the late Gregg Hansford, Willing began racing in his 
native Australia in 1970, turning professional and soon 
moving to the international stage. He finished fifth in the 
1975 Daytona 200 on his Yamaha TZ750, a machine for 
which he designed the monoshock rear suspension. Two 








years later he qualified third for the same race. In 
between, he won the Australian Championship in 1976 on 
an ex-Giacomo Agostini Yamaha OW29. 

The Sydney native was racing in Great Britain when 
his life underwent a seismic change. Racing on the streets 
of Northern Ireland in the North West 200, Willing 
crashed into a signpost, shattering his leg below the knee 
and landing him in the hospital for 4 з months. For the 
next five years he had to use crutches, and he still walks 
with a pronounced limp. 

Willing realized that his riding career was over but he 
could put his knowledge to use in a different way, and his 
second career was born. 

After returning home to Sydney, Willing moved into 
team management and also worked for some time with 
Dunlop on developing the Dunlop K591R sport tire. 

He managed the team for the Australian Yamaha dis- 
tributor, then took over the factory Yamaha team from 
1986 to 1988, working with, among others, Kevin Magee 
and Mick Doohan. The team was successful at home and 
abroad. 

In 1989 Willing went back to Europe, joining Team 
Roberts Yamaha as Kevin Magee's chief engineer. In time 
he would work with a number of World Champions, 
including Wayne Rainey, Eddie Lawson, John Kocinski 
and Luca Cadalora. И 

As with Suzuki, he had "quite a bit of latitude" to do 
technical development with Yamaha, he says, both in 
the chassis and engine. A greater strength was his abili- 
ty to translate what a rider feels into what a motorcycle 
needs. 

In 1992, weight limits were introduced to the 500cc 
class that gave a substantial break to three-cylinder 
motorcycles. Along with fellow Roberts engineer Mike 
Sinclair, he initiated a three-cylinder design that would 
later be the basis for the Modenas KR3, a project which he 
spearheaded for two years. 

Frustration caused by forces out of his control caused 
him to re-examine his options. Suzuki was the best fit. 

“Warren is also obviously a really big part of where we 
are today," Suzuki's Taylor says. "A weakness we've had 
as a team for years has been not having - back to the 
Kevin (Schwantz) years, and very much a part of the 
Kevin years - we didn't have the Kenny (Roberts) figure, 
if you like. We didn't have the Warren, or the Mike Sin- 
clairs - people who were experienced riders, who had that 
little extra perception of being able to understand what a 
rider needs; people with the ability to work out what's a 
big problem, what's a little problem." 

And the problems at Suzuki were certainly big. 

Their last win came in the German Grand Prix at Nur- 
burgring, when Daryl Beattie won in May of 1995. Beat- 
tie'S career would soon unravel and the riders Suzuki 
hired came and went - Scott Russell and Anthony Gobert 
among them. The team lost their Lucky Strike sponsor- 
ship at the end of 1997, forcing Taylor to accept an all- 
Japanese team in 1998, a season only slightly better than 
their disastrous '97 season. All along, the riders felt the 
machine had a problem and others could see it, including 
Willing. 

- Without getting into too much detail, Willing said it 
^was a matter of balancing the motorcycle and redistrib- 
uting the weight and rebalancing some of the stiffness 
ratios in the swingarm and frame. It was just in line with 
my previous experience, which was gained with Yamaha, 


and then building the Modenas. We carried over ideas 
and refinements from what we'd gained over the years, 
put them into practice, and the majority of it worked. 

"In basics, you start with those, then you work on 
refining it with details. I was reasonably confident that if 
we balanced it out this way and we ended up with these 
stiffness targets - they're not absolutely correct, but 
they're within a ballpark - and then we can edge up with 
the details. There are still refinements that can be done." 

What the soft-spoken but intense 46-year-old brings to 
the project is an overall view of how the various forces 
work with, and against, one another. The two factors that 
influence the motorcycle more than anything are the rider 
and the tires, says Willing. He learned plenty about tires 
during his years with the Roberts team. 

"Everything is always a package and the tires are 
improving - particularly the Michelins have improved 
substantially," Willing said. "Maybe not in outright per- 
formance, but as far as rider compatibility, rider feedback. 
Riders who were at a very high level, had a very refined 
feel for the machine, could get incredible performance out 
of the Michelins. For the others, it was hard for them to 
know the limits of Michelins. Whereas Dunlops gave 
much better feedback for the rider, but their ultimate limit 
was less on a 500. Michelin made a significant improve- 
ment in front tires for Wayne (Rainey) the last year he 
used them (1992). He came from Dunlop the year before 
and he was just unhappy with the feedback of the front 
(Michelin) tire. There were meetings and things where 
ideas were exchanged, and Michelin went away and 
made three test front tires. We went to Barcelona, Wayne 
tested, said this one's better, this one's the right direction. 
From that they made a front tire which Wayne then used. 
Under the deal, he used it for two Grands Prix before it 
was available to the other riders. It became available to 
the other riders in Brazil when Mick (Doohan) made his 
comeback after his leg injury. Mick made the comment 
there as well that it was a big improvement in feedback 
from the front tire." 

Willing sees his years with the Roberts team as having 
been spent with "a very good think tank for kicking ideas 
around. So what we were able to develop, I think, was a 
bit more of the understanding of the dynamics of the bike, 
instead of... Too many people look for absolutes as far as 
geometry and things like that, because there isn't any 
absolute; they change with the two factors that influence 
the motorcycle more than anything, and that's the rider 
and the tires. All the forces are generated by the rider and 
the tires. So if you can recognize the characteristics and 
try to keep pace with development, it's what we're trying 
to do. 

“We're getting close, but as I said, one of the biggest 
problems with the motorcycle is that every time they 
make an improvement in tires, it results in an improve- 
ment in grip, it results in an increasing lean angle, which, 
as far as the suspension is concerned, it doesn't want to 
know about. There's a real conflict between bank angle 
and suspension compliance. The difference between a 45- 
degree bank angle and 60 degrees from vertical bank 
angle, to go over the same bumps, the suspension has to 
move nearly double the travel, but it has to do it in the 
same time. The damping says, "Well, how much force at 
what velocity? You've got to pick a point. With increas- 
ing bank angles, the conflicts that the tire builders have is 
to somehow find vertical compliance at maximum bank 





angle with increased lateral stiffness at the same bank 
angle. It's a direct angle as far as the tire design. But the 
more they can make it compliant, that opens up the possi- 
bility of increasing the chassis stiffnesses to pick up a ben- 
efit in another area and maintain an acceptable level of 
road-holding." 

This sort of technical talk might be intimidating to 
some riders, but not Willing's. Kenny Roberts Jr., accord- 
ing to Taylor, ^has been the most technical rider we've 
ever had, in terms of understanding the bike." 

“Warren and I can sit down and look at a videotape 
and he'll see something or I'll see something that I want 
to show him, and we'll fix the bike on what we see on 
TV," Roberts Jr. says. "And we'll overlap that to the com- 
puter and, usually, the first decision we make, if it's not 
the right one, we'll go the opposite." 

"There was a period there where he could ride the bike 
very well, but he had it in the back of his mind that every- 
thing could be fixed with adjustments," Willing says of 
Roberts Jr. "Probably growing up and being exposed to 
Kenny's team and those situations where the top riders 
were constantly making adjustments, he was getting it in 
perspective as to how much effect those adjustments have 
on the bike performance or the package performance. The 
rider is still the biggest influence. You get to a point 
where you realize that, okay, you can have a fast bike, but 
you still have to ride fast. With a slower bike - people said 
it all the time - it's easier to ride a slow bike fast than it is 
to ride a fast bike fast. But the fact is, you've got to ride 
them both hard to get the result. I think we had a reason- 
ably good-handling package with the Modenas, so he was 
able to ride it hard and then that carried over to riding a 
bike with a bit more performance that was basically to 
keep the same handling characteristics that he was 
used to." 

The synergy is obvious and absolute, according to 
Taylor. 

"Kenny has absolute confidence in him (Willing)," 
Taylor says. "If you watch them together, they're actually 
good friends, but they have this sort of total trust for each 
other. Already we've seen many occasions where Warren 
and Kenny have been talking about something they want 
to do in a race. Kenny will say, 'You think so?' and War- 
ren says, ‘Yes,’ and that's it. End of discussion. I think that 
Kenny likes having that situation, somebody who will 
make the technical decisions for him." 

Willing says that Roberts Jr.’s maturity started to come 
together in the last three years, the two on the Modenas 
and the 1996 season on the Yamaha YZR500. 

"Everyone kept telling us that it was character build- 
ing in the last couple of years with the Modenas, but the 
fact is that it was for him," Willing says. ^By the end of 
last year he was well aware that he could ride as fast or 
faster than anyone else out on the track. So then it was 
really a matter of getting the other things in perspective - 
the concentration, the training regime. And I think what 
we've all seen is such a positive response to the responsi- 
bility of someone else investing in him other than his 
father." 

Suzuki has made the investment, in both Roberts Jr. 
and Willing, and it's paid off handsomely. As a team, 
they've proved themselves to be formidable and should 
be for years to come. см

eam Suzuki's Rodney Smith, the 
defending AMA Grand Nation- 
al Cross Country Series Cham- 
pion, barely beat teammate Steve 
Hatch to the checkered flag in one of the 
closest GNCC races ever at Luzerne 
Park in Brownsville. After nearly three 
hours of close racing, the two RM250 
pilots made a mad dash through the last 
motocross section of the short 7-mile 
loop, and that's where Smith's National- 
caliber MX skills gave him just enough 
of an edge to earn his second win of the 
1999 Grand National Cross Country 

Series. 

"It was close the whole time on that 
last lap, but Steve's my teammate and 
we trust each other," said the victorious

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Smith. "Steve had a real great ride. He 
got away from me early and I didn't 
know if I was going to be able to reel 
him back in, but I was fortunate enough 
to catch him. I put my head down and 
rode strong and I ended up with the 
win." 

“My mom and dad are here, so it 
sure would've been nice to get the win, 
but I'm still happy with the race,” Hatch 
said. "It was a great time. I’ve had a 
tough start to the year, but it's finally 
turning back around, and it was a plea- 
sure to ride up there with Rodney. We 
got the whole team up there on the 
podium with a 1-2-3, and my boss, Mike 
Webb, should be thrilled." 

The third member of the Suzuki fac- 
tory team - British import Paul Edmond- 
son - was a solid third overall at a deficit 
of two minutes on his battling team- 
mates. Team Green's Jimmy Jarrett and 
defending AMA National Hare Scram- 
bles Champion Doug Blackwell round- 
ed out the top five overall. 

Suzuki's sweep aside, the biggest 
news of the event was the unexpected 
appearance of series points leader Shane 
Watts, who hails from Australia. 

“I’m supposed to be in France for the 
World Enduro Championships, but I 
busted my ACL the last week in Aus- 
tralia at the National Enduro Champi- 
onship," said Watts, who is competing 
in simultaneous series this year in both 
America and Europe, as well as his own 
National series down under. "I was win- 
ning the race by three minutes and 
injured myself like five minutes from 
the end of it, or something like that. I 
still finished and won, but I decided to 
put a hold on my plans to race in 
France. Then, at the last minute, I decid- 
ed to come to America to try to keep 
some sort of championship intact here. I 
tried to ride, but right from the start the 
knee was playing with my mind. When 
you're not really concentrating on rid- 
ing, you're doing yourself a big injustice 
and you're looking for a big injury. So 
that's why I decided to just stop halfway 
through the first lap, and take a couple 
of months off now so I can go on riding 
for years." 

Watts was scheduled to have knee 
surgery on the Monday following 
Brownsville at the Cleveland Clinic in 
Ohio. He will miss the next round of the 
series (June 6 in Boyers, Pennsylvania) 
but optimistically expects to be back by 
late August, when the series resumes 
after the summer layoff. 

Watts ended up giving fellow title 
contender Fred Andrews a ride back to 
the pits on the first lap after the Team 
Green rider suffered a mechanical 
breakdown. 

Again missing from action was five- 
time GNCC champion Scott Summers 
of the American Honda team. Summers 
is recovering from a broken leg he suf- 
fered last month. Watts' KTM teammate 
Mike Lafferty was also missing, in 
order to prepare for the upcoming 
rounds of the AMA National Enduro 
Series, of which he is the defending 
champion. 

The current points standing has 
Smith now in the lead with 112 total 
points, followed by a tie for second (at 
99 points each) between Hatch and 
Watts. Edmondson is currently tied for 
fourth with Andrews, who has failed to 
score any points in the past two rounds; 
each has a total of 88 points. In the 
GNCC scoring system, a rider's best 
nine of 13 scores count toward the final 
verdict. 

The Brownsville course is the small- 
est of all the tracks on the circuit. Set in 
the middle of a city park, the course 
winds through the fields and woods of

town. A regular amateur motocross 
track is incorporated into the design, as 
is a steep, rutted power-line climb. A 
serious rainstorm that began just after 
Saturday's ATV race lasted through 
Sunday morning and left the course 
very wet. However, the rain held off for 
Sunday's race, and the course proved to 
be more tacky than muddy. The lap 
times hovered right around the 23- 
minute mark in the seven-lap event, 
with the fastest lap registered by the 
winner, Smith, when he blitzed the last 
lap with a 22:11, just one second faster 
than the closely pursuing Hatch. 

"It was a lot of fun out there,” said 
Hatch of the trail. "There were some 
ruts out there and all, but for the most 
part it was good." 

As has been the case this season, the 
Suzukis again got the jump on everyone 
when the dead-engine start went off. 
Smith floated wide in the uphill, left- 
handed hairpin turn, leaving Hatch in 
the lead on the inside. Andrews, his 
teammate Jimmy Jarrett, and the rest of 
the field followed closely. Watts was 
obviously uncomfortable, riding around 
toward the back of the 19-rider Pro-class 
field. It was only a matter of a few miles 
before he made his decision to park the 
KTM. 

By all accounts, Andrews was flying 
in the first few miles. He seized the lead 
from Smith and, as he said before the 
race, he appeared ready to pull away. 
Unfortunately, the race ended for 
Andrews a short time later. 

“I was feeling great, the track was 
just what I liked, and then all of the sud- 
den the bike quit," said Andrews, a for- 
mer GNCC number-one plate holder 
who hails from Ohio. "I was going

the ignition or something, because it 
won't even fire." 

Andrews ended up coming back to 
the pits on the back of Shane Watts’ 
motorcycle after the Australian decided 
to drop out just up the trail from the site 
of Andrews’ demise. 

With Andrews out, Hatch took over, 
putting in a spirited first lap that carried 
him to a lead of 30 seconds over early 
runner-up Jarrett on the Kawasaki.

Edmondson was right behind Jarrett, 
followed by Smith, who had let Hatch 
gather a lead of 35 seconds on the first 
lap. Yamaha-mounted Robbie Jenks 
held fifth at that point. 

“Something happened to Freddie’s 
bike there on the first lap and I inherited 
the lead,” said Hatch. “I started grab- 
bing gears and was trying to get away, 
but the usual happened: My arms 
pumped up. So I was just hanging out 


up front, waiting for my arms to relax. I 
knew from my pit board that Rodney 
was coming, too.” 

Before long, Smith was up to second, 
and for the first hour and a half he 
chased his teammate and close friend. 
As the field became littered with lapped 
riders (a result of the more than 300 
entries in the A and B classes alone), 
they were able to put a gap of 30 sec- ` 
onds on Edmondson. That allowed the 
two leaders to focus on one another as 
the race came down to the last lap. 

"] looked back with two laps to go 
and there was no one else around," said 
Smith of the final stages of the race. "We 
both pretty much knew that it was just 
the two of us, so we were able.to ride 
out our own races." 

As fate would have it, just before 
Smith and Hatch burst onto the 
motocross track with their last-lap bat- 
tle, two riders fighting for the 250cc B- 
class win - Pennsylvania’s Marty Aloisio 
and North Carolina's Brad Hamrick - 
emerged just ahead of Smith and Hatch. 
The B riders were being lapped, but 
rather than pull off to the side when 
lapped by the Pro riders, as is often the 
case, they stayed on the gas. The quartet 
of riders came into the last switchback 
corner. and Smith carved into the two 
lappers first and just beat Hatch to the 
finish line. The 250cc B winner was 
Aloisio, but upon crossing the line, 
Aloisio crashed at the scoring tents, 
causing further confusion. However, it 
was obvious that Smith was the overall 
winner. 

"Rodney rode great, and my hat is 
off to him," said Hatch. "We each 
crashed once today, so I guess we were 
even, but he beat me at the end. We're 
good friends, but we're very competi- 
tive. No matter where we're riding, 
whether it’s a GNCC or we're just out 
practicing, we're trying to beat one 
another." 

"Those guys were riding just 10 or 15 
seconds ahead of me the whole time, but 
when they're riding as well as they 
were, it's really hard to catch them,” 
said Edmondson of his teammates' 
breakaway. “I just need to be with them 





right from the start. We all want to win, 
and it's every man for himself out there. 
I was trying as hard as I could to catch 
them, but I just couldn't get up there 
today." 

Edmondson ended up cruising home 
in third on the last lap, two minutes 
behind the Smith/Hatch duel. Fourth- 
placed Jarrett clocked in just 15 seconds 
later, with Blackwell just three more sec- 
onds back to round out the top five. ем

MURPHY, ID, MAY 23 

oming home to Idaho with just a 
(t 16-point lead and three races 

remaining in the AMA National 
Championship Hare & Hound Series, it 
was not a time for Brian Brown to kick 
back and relax. Instead, he needed this 
win - in front of his hometown crowd - 
to extend his points lead and move one 
step closer to the number-one desert 
plate. 

It was here in this high desert of the 
Owyhee Mountains that Brown learned 
to ride motorcycles, and it is here that he 
may be the most comfortable going fast 
on one. Still, Brown knew that the com- 
petition (and the dust) would make 
things difficult and that it would take a 
nearly flawless ride to win this race. But 
Brown proved that he was up to the task 
at hand, scoring his second win of the 
series. 

Dirt Inc. put together a 75-mile point- 
to-point course that started on the 
Hoagland Ranch, just south of the Snake 
River. The course led the riders east past 
the town of Murphy and, after winding 
up into the mountains, ended at the Fos- 
sil Creek ORV trail head. 

Clear skies and record high tempera- 
tures were forecast, and since the region 
hadn't seen rain for several days, every- 
one knew they were in for a dusty ride. 
Along the way, they would face a vari- 
ety of terrain including single- and two- 
track trails, whoops, a particularly 
gnarly downhill, lots of fast sand wash- 
es, numerous (and deep) water cross- 
ings and, again, dust. Of the 119 riders 
that started the race, 94 would finish. 

The banner dropped on the Pro/A 
start at 11 a.m. and as the riders headed

into a slight head wind, it looked like a 
dust storm behind them. 

Fortunately, only one rider went 
down, and he was able to get back up 
and rejoin the race. When the pack 
reached the end of the bomb run and 
turned into the first of many sand wash- 
es, it was Brown on the KX500 in front, 
with Dan Richardson second and Ty 
Davis on the Yamaha 400cc four-stroke 
close behind. Brown swapped the lead 
with Davis once and then he pointed the 
big two-stroke out into the desert and 
never looked back. Brown would stretch 
his lead to nearly two minutes before 
taking the checkered flag, bringing the 
Team Green machine across the finish 
line in first place in just under two 
hours. 

“1 got a good start,” said Brown, who 
was on the Kawasaki Team Green/ 
FMF/Moose Off-Road /Smith/ Acme 
Suspension KX500. "Ty actually got me 
right after the first corner - a sharp left - 
and I got on the wrong side of the wash. 
I crossed back over about 100 feet after 
he passed me and passed him back. I 
just got onto the trail and kept a good 
pace, and I kept looking back to see if he 
was catching me, but he never did. 

"It was a fun course," Brown added. 
"There were a lot of whoops in the first 
loop. Sinker Creek was deep. At the sec- 
ond crossing, the bike came close to 
dying and I had to jump off and push it 
across. I went down once. I was making 
a turn off from a road onto a virgin trail 
and there was a rut and it was so slick, 
my tire didn't grab and it just washed 
out; it wasn't high speed or anything." 

"The club did a good job of marking 
the course - it was fairly fast, fun in the 
forest and not too tough," said the 
Montclair Yamaha/Moose  Off- 
Road/FMF/Lobo Racing-backed Davis: 





"The dust was definitely a factor. I went 
back and forth with Russ (Pearson, for 
second place), then just tried to follow 
Brian's dust. To beat a guy (Brown) in 
his own back yard is tough and now, 
with two races left, it's in Brown's 
favor." 

Team Green Kawasaki's Destry 
Abbott crossed the finish line in third. 

^| was going to ride this trick new 
bike that we've been building," Abbott 
said, "and when we had a little problem 
an hour before the start, I switched to 
my normal bike I ride. For some reason, 
when the banner dropped, I got a four- 
kick start. I was real disappointed that I 
got a bad start, because that was the 
place that you needed to get a good 
start. I wanted to keep an eye on Brian, 
because I knew that he was going to be 
the guy to beat there. I worked my way 
up and passed Russ and Oakley 
(Lehman), and Oakley and I got lost 
once and Russ passed us back. Twenty 
miles from the finish, I passed Russ 
again. I was happy with the way I rode 
and the way the bike ran. I was just dis- 
appointed that I got a bad start, because 
between Ty and Brian and myself, it's 
kind of a championship battle. It's kind 
of neat that it's a three-way battle, but 
Ty and I knew that Brian would be 
tough to beat here." 

KTM's Russ Pearson finished fourth. 

“I had a real good jump,” said Pear- 
son. “I was fourth at the first corner and 
hopped in the wash behind Ty. After the 
wash, I took a line off to the right to get 
around him, then blew the next corner 
and he got back around me. All of the 
sudden Oakley came by me. I followed 
him for a while, but it was so dusty. 
Then Destry hopped up on the left and 
pulled in front of me. Oakley missed a 
turn and Destry followed him, so I was 
back in third going into the first pit. 

"The second loop was awesome," 
Pearson continued. "We were up in the 
trees and there was a gnarly downhill 
with a big rain rut in it. Destry caught 
back up to me right before the water 
crossings, and I followed him through 
the crossings and the rest of the way in 
(to the finish). I guess I sewed up the 
250 championship with this race.” 

Team Green's Oakley Lehman 
rounded out the top five on his 250cc 
Kawasaki. 

"The course was good," Lehman 
said. ^The second loop had a lot of fun, 
technical downhills, water crossings and 
stuff that were pretty neat. I had a 
decent start - I think I was 10th at the 
first turn - and by the time I was five 
miles into it, I'd worked up to third. I 
passed Russ Pearson and then I blew a 
corner right before the first pit, and Russ 
and Destry were both able to get by me 
there, so I just kind of was in fifth the 
rest of the day." 

KTM-mounted Brian Garrahan over- 
came a few problems to grab sixth over- 
all. 

“One of the better hare and hounds - 
good course," Garrahan said. "I got a 
good start, got caught in the dust and 
got lost four times." 

Montclair Yamaha/Lobo Racing's 
Donnie Book put his YZ250 into eighth 
place. 

"This year (this race) was a lot of 
fun," Book said. "They used a lot of dif- 
ferent terrain and found some cool trails 
up in the hills. It's very rare that we get 
water crossings at a hare and hound. I 
think they did a really good job. I just 
kept my cool - I didn't want to crash 
again, (as I was) just coming back from 
an injury. I just had fun." 

Wenatchee — Honda/FMF/IMS 
XR600's Taber Murphy described his 
ninth-place ride. 





“I missed the kickstarter (on the start) 
and just kind of rode through the dust 
and didn’t realize I was at the end of the 
bomb until I hit that little dip. Once I got 
out onto the sagebrush, I had a little 
more depth perception and opened it up 
a little bit. I was dicing back and forth 
with Brian Garrahan - he'd blow a cor- 
ner and I'd get around him, and Га blow 
one and he'd get around me. I just got 
around him again going into the first gas 
and I heard I was sixth overall. We diced 
again the whole wash going out of Mur- 
phy until he took a wrong turn at the “Y’ 
and I got by him again. 

“Up in the mountains," Murphy 
added, "I heard a two-stroke behind me, 
and it was Book. He and Dan Richard- 
son and then Brian got around me 
again. When we got up into the really 
tight stuff, I caught Donnie and Brian 
again. It was a ball racing with those 
guys - they're all great professionals. It's 
just a lot of fun, hootin' and hollerin’ 
and having a good time." см

MILL, HOLLAND, MAY 16 
L: a runaway train, Alessio “Chic- 
co” Chiodi is taking no prisoners in 
the defense of his World 125cc 
Motocross Championship title. Chiodi, 
who won the 1997 and 1998 125cc 
crowns, is looking to become the first 
rider to win three consecutive 125cc 
championships since Belgian rider 
Harry Everts did so in the 1979 through 
1981 seasons. 

Chiodi has not lost an overall this 
year after five rounds of the champi- 
onship. On one occasion, he won it with 
maximum points, yet in the latest round 
in Mill, Holland, he did so without the 
brilliance we had seen in previous 
rounds. A 2-2 result was enough for the 
Italian Husqvarna rider to win ahead of 
American Mike Brown, who claimed 4-1 
results for second overall, and Chiodi's 
old adversary Claudio Federici, who put 
his factory Yamaha into third place 
overall with 3-3 results. 

The fifth round of the 125cc Champi- 
onship was full of little surprises: Chio- 
di's failure to score a moto win (in a 
round) for the first time this year, 
Brown's first-ever moto win in his 125cc 
GP career, and an opening-moto win by 
19-year-old Belgian Steve Ramon (who 
also scored his first-ever GP moto win) - 
fairy tales-come-true for Brown and 
Ramon, perhaps, but it was still Chicco 
who smiled at the end of the day. 

The Dutch Grand Prix opened with 
Ramon showing a blistering pace in 
qualification. The Kawasaki rider 
clocked a 1:54.34 for the top spot in 
group B, while Chiodi claimed the 
fastest time overall with 1:54.00. Ameri- 
cans Mike Brown and Jeff Dement had 
rather different times, with Brown sixth 
overall with 1:55.72 and Dement in 19th 
overall with 1:57.39.

The first moto of the day brought a 
huge scream from the crowd of 8000, as 
Ramon led into the first lap. Cheered on 
by team manager Harry Everts (a four- 
time World Motocross Champion), 
Ramon made even Chiodi look ordinary 
as he cleared away from the pack. Fur- 
ther back came Federici, Rodrig Thain, 
Thomas Traversini, Brown, Grant Lang- 
ton, Dement and Marco Stallman, with 
Jaimy Scevenels in 10th place. 

Ramon, riding with the same calm 
sit-up style as Stefan Everts, never 
looked back and, despite having two- 
time World Champion Chiodi riding 
hard in second place, stayed cool to win 
by 17 seconds. 

"I knew I could ride sand okay," 
Ramon said. “Harry (Everts) had been 
telling me all weekend where the best 
lines were and just being a great help. I 
really want to thank him for that." 

Harry Everts was more than happy 
with his star pupil's win. Everts is the 
team boss of the'Kawasaki team for 
which Ramon rides - a team set up to 
help young Belgian riders. 

^Who said Belgium only has Stefan, 
Smets and Bervoets?" Everts said. "Look 
at that kid - he will be a World Champi- 
on for our country." 

As for Chiodi, his mind was not on 
Ramon but rather on the riders behind 
him. The Italian crashed during the mid- 
dle stages of the moto and, while 
Ramon might have run away with the 
first moto, Chicco figured the Belgian 
would not be much trouble when the 
final year's points table is tallied. 

“I was more worried if I could keep 
Federici out,” Chiodi said. “He is the 
rider who is nearest me in the points, 
and after I fell, I just wanted to stay 
ahead of him.” 

Federici, who had crashed while 
practicing in the Lommel sand during 
the week, was nursing an injured hand. 








FIM WORLD CHAMPIONSHIP 125cc MX SERIES 





Mike Brown scored his first 125cc GP 
moto win at the Dutch GP in Holland. He 
went 4-1 for second overall. 


"It troubled me a lot,” Federici said. 
"The track was very bumpy, and over 
the jumps it hurt. When I saw Chicco fall, 
I tried to catch him, but he was too fast." 

Brown, racing for the Dave Thorpe 
CAT Honda team, had made up places 
quickly, passing Traversini and Thain 
on lap three and then slowing a little for 
a solid fourth place. 

“I could see where Federici was,” 
Brown said. "I was not going to catch 
him - he was too far gone. I just settled 
for fourth place and thought about the 
next moto." 

Making up the rest of the top 10 were 
Jamie Dobb, Cedric Melotte, Erik 
Eggins, Johnny Aubert, Heikki van den 
Berg and Scevenels. 

As for Dement, the Honda-backed 
rider fought through to 11th place, a 
position with which he was more than 
happy. 

"I'm not accustomed to riding in the 
sand," Dement said. "I was standing 
forward too much and the bike was just 
dying. I was trying all types of lines; 
some worked and some did not." 

The second moto would be much the 
same as the first, although this time it 
was Brown and not Ramon who would 
set the pace ahead of Chiodi. Another 
young Belgian, Patrick Caps, held third 
place, with Federici in fourth and Dobb 
in fifth. 

Brown would pull well away from 
Chiodi, backing off with three laps to go 
and still winning by 13.33 seconds. In 
third place was Federici, who was fol- 
lowed by Dobb, Eggens, Aubert, Caps, 
Traversini and Dement, with Marc de 
Reuver in 10th place. 

“1 really got a great start,” Brown 








said. "I was doing perfect laps and it 
(the sand) did not trouble me at all. The 
rougher the track got, the better it was 
for me." 

Chiodi, again playing the waiting 
game, looked over his shoulder, and as 
Brown rode off into the distance, Chiodi 
kept Federici at bay. 

“All I wanted to do today was to 
score more points than Federici," Chiodi 
said. "I had been practicing all week in 
the sand and this track was not a prob- 
lem. I am not too disappointed with not 
winning a moto. I need to be consistent 
and I did enough today." 

Dement, who started in 30th place 
and was 24th after one lap, rode bril- 
liantly to finish in ninth place. 

"I got a little caught up on the first 
lap and was a long way back," Dement 
said. "You know, there were many local 
riders on the track, and they all rode this 
place really good. To pass those guys 
was tough. I figure you come to these 
places and do your best. I'm looking at 
going to Foxhill and getting on the 
podium." см

ENGLISHTOWN, NJ, MAY 20-25 

t took two days longer than usual, 
Je even a 48-hour rain delay 

couldn’t prevent Angelle Seeling 
from winning her third NHRA Nation- 
al-event title of the season and widening 
her points lead in the NHRA Pro Stock 
Bike division. 

On a cool and blustery Tuesday 
morning, the Team Winston rider 
defeated Greg Underdahl in the final 
round of the Mopar Parts Nationals, and 
she has now won 15 of a possible 16 
elimination rounds this year. 

^| could kick myself for red-lighting 
in the final in Dallas last month, or I 
might have a perfect season going,” Seel- 
ing said after winning her seventh career 
National-event title, and her second 
straight in Englishtown. “Deep down, 
though, I’m kind of glad, because if I 
were undefeated, I'd be under a lot more 
pressure. Right now, I'm very comfort- 
able. I've already won three races, which 
is as many as I won all last year. We still 
have 10 races left, and if I can just keep 
doing the things I have been doing, I 
know we'll get our share of wins." 

It's not as if Seeling has needed any 
help to win this year, but if she was 
looking for a morale booster, she got 
one in the opening round when reigning 
two-time NHRA Winston Champion 
Matt Hines red-lighted on his Vance & 
Hines Eagle One Suzuki. The once- 
unstoppable Hines has had his share of 
problems this year, but no one could 
have predicted that his stay in English- 
town would be so brief. Hines qualified 
second in the field with a solid 7.23 
(behind Seeling's track record 7.22) and 
he held a huge performance advantage 
going into his battle against Larry Cook, 
the 15th-quickest qualifier, but a foul 
start sent him packing early. The open- 
ing-round loss was just Hines' third in 
44 career starts on the NHRA tour. 

"I'm pretty sure that the bike rolled 
backward out of the staging beams, and 
that triggered the red light," said Hines, 
showing the frustration of a still-winless 
season. "The worst part is that I didn't 
know I red-lighted. When I was parked 
on the return road and they told me I 
lost, it just floored me. According to our 
computer, we should have run a 7.25 or 
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7.26 in that round, which would have 
been more than enough to win. We've 
struggled with this new bike, but that 
wasn't the problem here. I know if I can 
get one win, everything, will fall into 
place, but it just hasn't happened yet. 
It's time to do something before Angelle 
gets too far ahead in the points race." 
Seeling was next to run after Hines 
and had a perfect view of his red-light. 
However, rather than gloat at her good 


' fortune, she took extra care to make cer- 


tain that she didn't suffer the same fate. 

"When I saw Matt's red-light, that 
was disturbing," Seeling said. "We all 
know that he could have easily won that 
round. I actually got a little nervous, 
because I knew that we had a tremen- 
dous opportunity, and I didn't want the 
same thing to happen to me." 

Seeling need not have worried, as her 
7.27 easily covered Jim Carter's 7.60 in 
round one, and in the second round, she 
improved to a 7.23, which was more 
than a tenth quicker than anyone else 
ran in that round. 

With Hines out, and perennial semi- 
finalist John Smith on the sidelines after 
a rare second-round loss to Underdahl, 
the door was opened for Tony Mullen 
and Craig Treble to advance to the final- 
four round. 

Mullen, who finished sixth in the 
points standings last year in his rookie 
season, overcame a slow start at the 
year's first two events to make it into the 
semis for the second straight race. The 
former ProStar Pro Gas champ qualified 
fifth in the field and defeated his Team 
23 teammate in round two. Against 
Seeling, Mullen struggled to get his 
Vance & Hines-powered Suzuki back 
into low gear after his burnout, and ulti- 
mately lost to the Team Winston bike, 
7.33 to 7.40. 

“When I staged against Angelle, I 
had no idea what gear the bike was in,” 
Mullen said. "Otherwise, I might have 
given her a better run. The bike spun the 
tire bad, and that cost us a lot of time. 
That 7.40 was our slowest run of the 
weekend, but I'm not sure if we could 
have matched Angelle's 7.33. We've 
qualified in the top half of the field and 
made it to the semis for the last two 
races, so I definitely think we're headed 
in the right direction." 

Likewise, Treble's career also 
appears to be on the upswing after the

former NHRA Southwest Division 
Sportsman Motorcycle class champion 
made his first semifinal appearance on 
Bob Read's Team Scream Suzuki GSX-R. 
Using an engine from John Noard's 
Anoka-Ramsey Sport Center team, Tre- 
ble ran a career-best 7.34 to qualify sev- 
enth and knocked out ProStar Pro Stock 
Bike champ Paul Gast and Cook to set 
up a semifinal meeting with Underdahl. 
Treble, who is known for his quick reac- 
tion times, trimmed the start a little too 
close and red-lighted, sending Under- 
dahl into the final. 

“We tried a shorter gear, which made 
the bike leave harder, and that probably 
caused me to red-light,” Treble said. "I 
was only five-thousandths of a second 
away from a green light. We made the 
right call on the tuneup; I just got a little 
antsy. The way our bike is running, I 
could definitely see us in a final round 
before the year is over. We just need to 
get a break or two along the way." 

Five days after the start of qualifying, 
Seeling and Underdahl staged for the 
final round, which ended not long after 
it started. Hopelessly behind, and 
caught in a crosswind that was pushing 
his Tas Racing Suzuki dangerously close 
to the retaining wall, Underdahl 
chopped the power and coasted to a 7.97 
at just 126.74, and watched as Seeling 
cruised to a 7.29 victory. 
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"| wish I could have given her more 
of a race, but once my bike got caught 
up in the wind, there wasn't much I 
could have done," Underdahl said. “It’s 
hard to race someone that has you cov- 
ered by a tenth. The best you can do is 
make a solid run and hope they make 
the mistake. Overall, I have to be happy 
about the way the weekend went. My 
new sponsors were here, and they 
watched me get to the final. It's hard to 
do much better than that." 

As for Seeling, she is being cautious 
not to pay too much attention to the 
points chase, but rather is focusing on 
individual events and rounds. 

"Right now, our whole team is really 
confident, but I know I.can't let my 
guard down," Seeling said. "We're try- 
ing to be careful not to underestimate 
anyone, not just Matt. One thing that 
(four-time NHRA Pro Stock champion) 
Warren Johnson told me is that points 
don't mean anything until after the last 
race of the season. I’ve been trying to 
remind myself of that.” см

OLUSTEE, FL, MAY 2 
eeley Racing's Jason Chancey 
Ns his fifth win by taking the 
overall in the 22nd running of the 
Battlefield Enduro. Chancey came close 
to a perfect score, dropping just three 
points over the 70-mile race. 

“Т had a pretty uneventful ride," said 
Chancey. “I just tried to be consistent 
and ride fast.” 

Husaberg-mounted Michael Grizzle 
managed to sneak into the runner-up 
spot, ahead of 250cc rider Steve Saun- 
ders. Both riders tied with fives, but 
Grizzle had the better tie breaker. Saun- 
ders finished in the number-three spot. 

FTR Enduro champion Ashley Brewer. 
started out good but DNFed before the 
day’s end. Absent from the race roster 
were current SETRA champ Franklin 
Ramey and past champion Allen Gravitt. 
Ramey is recovering from a shoulder 
injury, and Gravitt was returning from a 
trip to Italy. (He went over to help with 
testing on the 2Q00-model KTM lineup.) 
Even with two of SETRA’s top riders 
absent, the competition was still fierce. 

The River City Dirt Riders hosted the 
event, which was co-sanctioned by 
SETRA and the Florida Trail Riders. The 
trail was on the easy side most of the 
day, with the points-taking sections 
checking the riders in and out, although 
a few of the check-outs had many riders 
questioning their placement. 

Right off the start, riders were greet- 
ed with tight trail. Brewer had a bit of a 
problem in the first few miles.

my bars good,” said Brewer. “I hit a root 
or something that was in a turn." 

With Jeep roads mixed in with trail, 
some riders burned either check one or 
two. Check two was the one that caught 
most off guard. Brewer burned the 
check, as did Chancey. 

“I just wasn't thinking," said Brewer. 
"| thought the check would be farther 
down than where it was." 

Chancey had the same sentiments. A 
two-point loss in the first 12 miles in 
sections that should have been zeroed 
was not what either rider wanted. 

After a reset, it was on to the first 
good points-taker of the day. The check- 
in was at 24.4 miles, and it led to a good 
10 miles of woods. The trail was mixed 
with the right amount of tight and fast 
stuff. Chancey poured on the gas and 
posted the fast time with a 1:38. 

“I just rode hard and never had any 
trouble," said Chancey. "I never even 
had trouble passing." 

Grizzle posted the next-fastest time 
with a 2:29. 

“I had a little trouble getting around 
some riders, especially in the tight 


. stuff,” said Grizzle. “My bike was work- 


ing perfect, though." 
Brewer was next with a 2:38. 
“I rode good in the section,” said

Brewer. “I think I rode some of the trail 


over. One rider said I passed him twice. 
I felt I had a good score until I came out. 
I know I rode better than a 2:38." 

Saunders came in with a 3:09. 

“I should have done better in that 
first points-taker," said Saunders. "I 
always start out slow. That's where I 
always get beat: in the start. I get arm 
pump really bad. I did have a lot of 
trouble passing. I would come up on 
some riders and they would not move. I 
know that cost me.” 

From there it was on to the main gas. 
The club gave the riders a good reset and 
plenty of time to catch their breath. The 
next check, at 48 miles, started a 12-mile 
section. Once again there were plenty of 
fire roads mixed in with the tight stuff to 
keep everyone watching their clocks. 

"The check placement in the section 
after the gas could have been better," 
said Grizzle. "Most of them were okay, 
but the scores would have been higher if 
they hadn't let you get back on time so 
much." 

Saunders felt the same way. 

"You would work your butt off in a 
tight section, then come out on a road 
and make it back up," said Saunders. 

What most complained about were sever- 
al miles of road sections that had riders think- 








ing they were in Baja. Brewer saw his day 
end with a seized top end. 

“1 was disappointed today," said 
Brewer. ^I needed the win. I felt there 
should have been a check before the 
road sections. You wouldn't have to 
have gone wide open to make up time." 

Quite a few riders suffered bike 
seizures on the roads. The next two 
checks were zeroed by most. A check-in 
at 66.4 miles started 13 miles of some of 
the more difficult trail of the day. Once 
again, Chancey posted the fast time, 
with a 1:18. Grizzle and Saunders came 
into the check-out with a 2:01. 

“I had some trouble getting around 
riders right before the check," said Griz- 
zle. “I was yelling my head off." 

Saunders had similar problems. 

"The woods were tight before the 
check and I was catching riders, and it 
was hard to get around them,” said 
Saunders. “There was one guy that just 
would not move over. He was like that 
all day.” 

The trail after was at a more relaxed. 
pace and the check at 82.4 miles was, 
easily zeroed. The trail leading to the 
final check was easy as well. 

Jeep roads and open trail made for a 
lot of fun but kept most riders looking 
down at their clocks. It was a tricky sec- 
tion, and the club did an excellent job; 
with the final check placement. About 
one mile before the check, the trail got 
tight. Riders who were watching their 
time got caught off guard and lost time 
at the check, but those who were on the 
ball had no problem. Chancey and 
Saunders zeroed the check; Grizzle 
dropped a point. 

“I should have zeroed the last 
check," said Grizzle. ^A rookie mistake 
cost me the race. It was a decent run. I 
had fun all day. I rode behind Suzy and 
Daryl Moody, a husband and wife that 
race together." 

(Suzy took first in the 200cc C class). 

Chancey's win makes. it possible for 
him to tie Ramey for the championship. 
All he has to do is win the final two 
rounds. см

is year, J.P. Simonsen and Jeff

season. In a battle for supremacy in the

Simonsen had his hands full during 
qualifying, as Chris Fitzhugh took the 
lead on lap one of the first Expert heat 
race, never to be headed.

“I knew he was right there," said 
multi-time National number holder 
Fitzhugh, obviously elated about the 
win ahead of last year's class champion, 
Simonsen. "The bike's working great 
tonight, and everything just went right." 

Heat two was a three-way dogfight 
from the start, as Annen, Eli Price and 
Ryan Anderson ran three abreast the 
entire race. Annen, who last season 
enjoyed co-dominance in the class, got 
the nod for the win aboard his 
Shoei/Thor/Lopko-sponsored Rotax, 
followed closely by Price and Anderson. 

Fitzhugh sat on the pole position for 
the final, but heading into the dogleg it 
was Annen jumping out in front of Ore- 
gon's Anderson, Price, Simonsen, 
Fitzhugh and the rest of the field. By lap 
three, Annen had pulled away from 
Anderson, who was doing all he could 
to hold back the advances of Price and 
Simonsen. Eventually, both riders 
passed Anderson and set their sights on 
Annen. 

Simonsen then narrowed the gap on 
Annen with each circuit and set up yet 
another classic, climactic battle for the 
lead. Just as it has so many times in the 
past several seasons, the skirmish went 
the way of the hometown hero, Simon- 
sen, who scored a narrow win ahead of 
Annen, while Price was impressive, grab- 
bing third ahead of Fitzhugh, Anderson, 
Steve Pruczinski and Dick Wall. 

Kurt Hawk picked up where he left 
off last season by topping the 12-lap 
600cc Pro Sport main event; it was a 
wire-to-wire victory for the rider from 
Preston, Washington. Tony Fox outlast- 
ed all of Beau Brown's advances to net 
second, ahead of Brown, while Bob 





Rosie, Pete Medcalf, Eric Beers and Troy 
Renfro filled out the top seven. 

Hawk then bounced back to also win 
the Open A main aboard the Kell Enter- 
prises Rotax. The win was a cakewalk 
performance for the 16-year-old up-and- 
comer. Fellow Pro Sport rider Beers fin- 
ished second, ahead of Rosie and ATK- 
mounted Scooter Vernon. 

Christian Vernon scored a win in the 
Open DTX class aboard a new ATK 600, 
leaving the competition well behind. 
Vernon put considerable ground on 
Kawasaki rider Kyle Ragsdale, who 
shook off all of Scooter Vernon's 
advances to take second place.

WERA National Endurance, Round 2 


Semoffs 
spice up 
Gingerman

SOUTH HAVEN, MI, MAY 8 
he second round of the WERA 
T» Endurance Series, like the 
first at Talladega Grand Prix Race- 
way in Alabama, was totally dominated 
by one team. Unlike the first round, 
which saw the revamped Arclight Suzu- 
ki squad decimate the field, it was the 
defending National Champions, Semoff 
Brothers Racing, that pulled the disap- 
pearing act at Gingerman Raceway in 
Michigan. 
Glenn Szarek was at the helm of the 
team's Yamaha YZF R-1 Superbike for 
the first stint, giving the reigning champs 
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a seven-lap lead over the field at the two- 
hour mark and a 12-lap lead by the close 
of the half-wet, half-dry race at the 1.8- 
mile, 11-turn Gingerman Raceway. 

Army of Darkness won the Medi- 
umweight Superbike class and third 
overall with steady, confident rain rid- 
ing and ultrafast pit stops. 

The Heavyweight Superstock contest 
was won by Carlyle Racing, while Ray 
C's Lapeer grabbed the win in Medi- 
umweight Superstock, as both teams 
rounded out the top five overall. 

In deplorable conditions, 24 bikes 
took to the grid for the start of the six- 
hour endurance race. Glenn Szarek is no 
stranger to rain or slippery race-track 
conditions, and he is undoubtedly one of 
the fastest wet-weather riders in the 
country. Using precise throttle control 
and knowing how to choose the proper 
race lines under adverse conditions 
served Szarek and his team well last year 
and helped them to capture the WERA 
Endurance National Championship. At 
the drop of the green flag, Szarek wheel- 
ied his Dunlop rain-slick-shod R-1 from 
the second row past the rest of the field 
and into turn one with the lead. SBR set- 
tled into a fast wet-weather pace and 
began to open up a lead right away. 

Arclight Suzuki crashed out of sec- 
ond place on lap three, giving SBR plen- 
ty of breathing room. The remainder of 
the teams watched as Szarek roosted 
away in the heavy rain. With Arclight's 
crash, second overall was given to Para- 
mount Racing LTD, first in Heavyweight 
Superstock on a Suzuki GSX-R750, and 
Carlyle Racing, using another Yamaha 
YZF R-1 for second in Heavyweight 
Superstock, took over third overall. 

Having to overcome a last-row start- 
ing position, Ray C's Lapeer, with Kling 
at the controls of their Yamaha R-6, cut 
through the traffic to slot into fourth 
overall, first in Mediumweight Super- 
stock, by the end of the first hour. 
Semoff Brothers finished the first hour 
with 33 laps for the overall lead and first 
in the Pirelli-sponsored Heavyweight 
Superbike class. 

Most teams were bringing riders in at 
the 60-minute mark to give them a 
reprieve from the miserable conditions, 
but team owner Evan Semoff had other 
plans. 

"The funny thing is," he said, "Glenn 
is comfortable out in these conditions." 

Szarek pushed his Dunlop rains to 
the limit of traction and the time limit in 
order to build a seven-lap lead over the 
closest competitor. 

In the second-overall position was 
Paramount Racing LTD, followed close- 
ly by Ray C's Lapeer in third and Car- 
lyle Racing in fourth, all turning in 59 
laps each, compared to the 66 laps 
turned in by SBR. Rounding out the top 
five was the Mediumweight Superbike 
leader and perennial contenders Army 
of Darkness, using the their Michelin- 
rain-shod Suzuki GSX-R600 to steadily 
climb up the running order. 

At the end of the second hour, Szarek 
pitted to refuel and hand off the bike to 
his Semoff Brothers Racing teammate 
Scott Brown. The question on everyone's 
mind was whether or not Brown could 
maintain the torrid pace that Szarek had 
been setting. The answer was quickly 
revealed, as Brown immediately began 
to match Szarek's wet-weather lap times 
and helped to add another three laps on 
the field, bringing their total laps at the 
close of the third hour to 99 - which was 
10 better than both second and third 
overall. The race for second tightened up 
when Paramount Racing LTD crashed in 
the treacherous conditions, falling back 
to eighth overall. With a steady push for- 
ward, Ray C's Lapeer caught and passed

Carlyle Racing; there was only one sec- 
ond dividing them on the track at the 
three-hour mark. Leaning Lizard Racing 
managed to leapfrog Army of Darkness 
for fourth overall and first in class by the 
halfway point of the race. 

As the rains cleared, the track 
remained mostly wet. Arclight Suzuki 
mounted the new and highly anticipated 
Pirelli Dragon EVO DOT tires front and 
rear. Team boss Chuck Warren decided 
to use them as an intermediate tire before 
mounting full slicks when the track was 
completely dry. On board the Arclight 
Racing Suzuki GSX-R750 Superbike, Lee 
Acree steadily lowered his lap times and 
began to make up some ground on the 
Semoff Brothers Racing R-1. SBR rider 
Brown nursed the abused Dunlop rain 
tires on his bike around in the drying con- 
ditions until the second pit stop, when the 
Semoff Brothers team also mounted street 
tires - the Dunlop D207s - in 90 seconds 
and returned to the race. Army of Dark- 
ness enjoyed a 10-second fuel stop to help 
stretch their lead over the other Medi- 
umweight Superbikes and secure fourth 
overall by the four-hour mark. Even with 
another low-speed crash late in the hour, 
Arclight Suzuki managed to move into 
third overall, second in the Pirelli Heavy- 
weight Superbike class, three laps behind 
the Ray C's Lapeer Yamaha YZF R-6 rid- 
den by Kling and Knapp in second, first 
in Mediumweight Superstock. Para- 
mount Racing LTD and Carlyle Racing 
were both caught out in the drying condi- 
tions and crashed, which moved them 
further down the running order. 

Halfway through the fourth hour, 
Szarek made an unexpected pit stop 
when the big Yamaha's oil-warning light 
came on. A quick splash of oil got them 
back on track without much time lost, 
because the Arclight Suzuki team came 
in for fuel, a two-tire swap and a rider 
change at about the same time. Former 
Formula USA Champion Tray Batey, on 
board the machine now fitted with Pirelli 
slicks, was determined to cut into the 
SBR's 13-lap advantage. With some 
inspired riding, Batey managed to con- 
tinually lower his lap times, ultimately 
turning the fastest lap of the day, a 1:25.9, 
on the last lap of the fifth hour, according 
to the AMB electronic timing system 
sponsored by Suzuki. While the factory- 
backed Arclight Suzuki Racing team 
accomplished а two-tire change in 38 sec- 
onds, the fan favorite, Army of Darkness, 
set the standard for the day at 33 seconds 
flat to help them further distance them- 
selves from the Mediumweight Super- 
bike field and take over third overall 
when Knapp crashed the Ray C's Lapeer 
entry and lost eight minutes in the pits. 
Meanwhile, Carlyle Racing clawed their 
YZF R-1 back into the Heavyweight 
Superstock lead and fifth overall. 





The final hour saw very few changes 
among the leaders save for Carlyle Rac- 
ing taking over fourth overall from Ray 
C's Lapeer in the final hour. At the 5:15 
mark, Semoff Brothers made their final 
pit stop to check the gas and top off the 
oil and sent Brown back out to finish a 
spectacular race for them. SBR won 
overall and the Pirelli Heavyweight 
Superbike class by 12 laps over second 
overall and in class, Arclight Suzuki. 
Third overall and first in Mediumweight 
Superbike went to Army of Darkness. 
Gingerman, which is designed by the 
same man who is designing the new 
Carolina Motorsports Track, puts safety 
first in creating its layout. During the 
six-hour event, there were 37 crashes 
among the 24 teams starting, with one 
team crashing a record six times, yet the 
WERA officials did not have to throw 
the red flag to stop the race at all, and 
the ambulances were never dispatched 
from their posts. см

intage flat-track stalwart Tom Hor- 
ү: was оп top of the field at the 
Kings County round of the Ameri- 
can Historic Racing Motorcycle Associa- 
tion's Western Regional Dirt Track 
Series, gathering a hoard of victories by 
winning three out of 16 classes. 

The three-eighths-mile track was 
rough and bumpy at first, but it settled 
down later in the evening, providing 
two good lines and several spots for 
passing. Gary Davis and Daryl Foster 
scrapped it out throughout most of the 
Classic Open event. After a bad start, D. 
Harness challenged Foster and caught 
him on the fifth go-around, taking sec- 
ond and leaving Foster third. 





The Super Senior race was anything 
but sedate. Several contestants jumped 
the start and were sent back to the 
penalty box. N. Jennings, on a Yamaha, 
led from the start to the finish, with 
Hank Cosio second and R. Knowles 
third. 

In the Classic 500cc/750cc race, Chris 
Rudy, mounted on a Harley KR, duked 
it out with Ariel rider Allon McBee. 
McBee got the better of the fight, with 
Gary Davis finishing third on his BSA. 

By the time the Novice 250cc race hit 
the line, the track was well warmed up, 
and the Bultacos of J. Hougherhyde and 
Ted Mollo swapped the lead throughout 
the race, with C. Nagatami's Bultaco a 
close third until he began to fade on the 
white-flag lap. As Mollo started to pull 
away from Hougherhyde, Ossa-mount- 
ed Rich Held took over third. The check- 
ers dropped for Mollo, followed by 
Hougherhyde and Held. 

The Experts went back out in the 
Classic 250cc event. Horton, this time on 
an Ossa, dominated, with Jeff Lessley 
second and Tom Booth third. The sixth 
race of the day was for the ever-popular 
Dinosaur class, for 1951-and-earlier race 
bikes. On the line were Gary Davis on 
an older Triumph, Allon McBee on his 
Ariel, Dubb Farrell on an Indian Scout, 
and Mark Milton on an Indian vertical 
twin. Davis dominated, with McBee sec- 
ond and Farrell third. 

The 250cc Sportsman Vintage class 
saw Bultaco-mounted N. Crummett get 
the jump at the start, with another Bulta- 
co rider, Jeff Lessley, on Crummett's 
tale. Ken Nello moved up through the 
pack, diving under Lessley and then 
hooking on to Crummett's rear wheel 
until the last lap, when a spectacular 
last-minute pass put Nello in control. 

Greg Swan aced the Novice- Vintage 
600cc contest, with Peter Hipp taking 
second and D. Cheney claiming third. In 
Sportsman 600cc-class action, Rick 
Rocking flogged his Bultaco into first 
place, followed by Brad Spencer and 
Tom Horton. Triumphs covered the 
field in the Novice Vintage 750cc race. 
D. Maxwell led, with J. Grant challeng- 
ing. Grant made an outside move to 
take the win, giving Maxwell second, 
and D. Garness followed in third. 

Two smaller classes, the Veterans 
and the Bombers, doubled up for the 
next race. Horton took his second win of 
the evening on a Yamaha, while Ken 
Neth put on a good show on a Can-Am, 
and Lessley took third. K. Backerman 
won the Bomber event.

Can Jewett 
do it?

CHANDLER, AZ, MAY 15-16 
66 |: going for the number-one 
plate, and today I got enough 
points to move into first place," 
reported a very happy John Jewett from 
his pit after a successful - albeit difficult 
- weekend of racing for the CCS South- 
west Sprint Series title at Firebird Race- 
way. In all, Jewett scored two firsts, 
three seconds, three thirds, two fourths 
and a fifth place for the weekend. 

Jewett used a brace of motorcycles to 
spearhead his assault on the number- 
one plate, including a Suzuki SV650 that 
he borrowed from Charles Coyle on 
Sunday and used to beat Coyle's EX500 








to the finish line. 
Coyle also hap- 
pens to be Jewett's 
boss. 

"It just might 
turn out that my 
boss helped me 
win the number- 
one plate today," 
explained Jewett. 

Jewett's usual 
mount, a 650cc 
Laverda, was run- 
ning so poorly - 
after a spectacular 
crash at the last 
race’ at Firebird 
that saw the 
Laverda go end 
over end - that he 
opted not to ride it 
until the fuel- 
injection system 
could be sorted 
out. 

CCS regulars 
were treated to 
another "twin sprints" weekend. They 
raced at the short Firebird West track on 
Saturday and then moved to the longer 
Firebird East track on Sunday. 

Saturday dawned clear and hot, with 
trackside temperatures climbing into the 
high 90s and a stiff breeze coming out of 
the east. Unfortunately, racing had bare- 
ly started for the weekend when ama- 
teurs Jim Davis and John O'Keefe 
crashed on the second lap of the Unlim- 
ited Supersport race. Their injuries were 
serious enough for race officials to call 
in a helicopter to transport the injured 
riders to the local hospital. 

After a lengthy delay, racing 
resumed, with Robb Martin leading 
until late in the race, when Chris Greve, 
on his brand-new R6 Yamaha, took over 
to win by less than one second. 

"[ don't know why, but the bike 
would fall on its face at 10,000 rpm, then 
go," Greve explained after the race. 
" After a few laps, it just cleared up." 

Unfortunately, the Air Evac chopper 
would visit Firebird for a third time on 
Saturday, during the Lightweight 
Superbike race. John Jewett led at the 
start, but only three laps into the event, 
amateur Michael McBurney crashed 
hard and was rendered unconscious, 
bringing out the red flag. After McBur- 
ney was transported to the hospital, the 
race was restarted, but it had not even 
gone a whole lap when Henry Wang 
and Sam Cooper crashed heavily, bring- 
ing out the red flag once again. 

After the riders were attended to, the 
race was started again, but the red-flag 
delays forced CCS officials to shorten 
the remaining races by two laps. Jewett 
absconded with the holeshot in the sec- 
ond restart, but his bike began to stum- 
ble so badly that he was forced to let 
Scot Welch take the lead on the second 
lap. Welch went on to win handily, 
ahead of Charles Coyle. 

Scot Welch put in a superb perfor- 
mance on his SV650 with wins in the 
Lightweight Superbike Expert, Light- 
weight Super Sport Expert, and Light- 
weight GP Expert classes. 

Sunday racers moved to the "big" 
track, and the first race of the day saw 
five riders go down between turns nine 
and 10 after a blown engine oiled the 
track. Nevertheless, Jared Kapoor used 
his CBR600F4 to beat Jim Cox's new R6 
to the finish line by 3.75 seconds. 

Kapoor went on to score another win 
in the Middleweight Superbike contest, 
over Mark Ledesma. In one of the best 
races of the day, Kapoor stalked Ledes- 
ma for eight laps, finally getting the best 
of him when lapped traffic balked the 
Kawasaki rider. 





Ledesma later made up for the 
defeat by scoring a big win in the 
Unlimited GP race. Ledesma grabbed 
the holeshot and instantly put time on 
second-placed Robb Martin by turning 
three laps in the 1:08s, which would be 
the quickest laps any rider turned all 
weekend. 

With Ledesma gone, Jason Parker 
and Martin diced for several laps, with 
the lead changing several times in the 
closing laps. Finally, on the last lap, 
Parker got by to take second at the 
checkered flag. cn

Sailing navigates to REM 
Glen Helen Motocross win

Round two of Racing Enterprises Motorsports’ 
Saturday Spring Series - sponsored by No Fear, 
Smith, Dirt Squirt Products and Ceet - saw some 
hot 250cc Beginner action, in which Jimmy Sail- 
ing got the best of the competition to take the 
overall win on the day. 

When the racers attacked the course for the 
first moto, Sailing served notice of his intentions 
on the day by grabbing the holeshot. Behind 
him, Jeff Haugh positioned his YZ250 into sec- 
ond, and Justin Armer rode in third on his 
YZ400 thumper. Dennis Mapes and George 
Salazar filled out the top five at the end of lap 
one. Sailing cut some fast early laps and soared 
to a five-second lead over Armer, who had 
moved up to occupy the second position by the 
third lap. Suzuki pilot Dan French was coming 
from way back, and he moved up to fifth by the 
halfway mark in the moto. Sailing appeared to 
handle the hilly, technical, natural-terrain track 
with great skill, as he continued to pull away as 
the moto wore on. When the two-laps signal 
was given, he was a full 10 seconds out front. 
Armer was firmly entrenched in second, while 
French continued his charge forward by moving 
into third just as the white flag came out. When 
the checkers flew at the end of the moto, it was 
Sailing sailing to the win, with Armer riding in 
second and French claiming third. 

The start of moto two saw Armer's boom- 
ing thumper out in front with the holeshot. 
Mapes had his KX in the second position, but 
that only lasted three turns, as he slid out and 
stalled his machine, turning the spot over to 
French, who had gated much better this go- 
around on his RM250. When things began to 
settle down at the end of lap one, it was still 
Armer out front with the lead. French rode in 
second, while Haugh held down the third spot. 
Sailing was about midpack at the start after 
avoiding a bit of first-turn carnage, but he was 
consistently moving up through the pack, and 
by the midway point in the moto, he was fifth. 
French began to apply pressure to Armer, and 
after following him around for a lap, he put the 
pass on for the lead. Once French had some 
open track in front of him, he opened up a five- 
second lead and began to pull away. Sailing 
had moved up to third late in the moto, but 
Armer held the second spot. With two laps to 
go, Armer made a mistake in a tricky off-cam- 
ber turn and went down, allowing Sailing to 
move up into second. At the end of the moto, it 
was French riding in first. Sailing claimed sec- 
ond and Armer limped in for third. On the day, 
the overall victory went to Sailing by virtue of 
his 1-2 finjshes. French earned second place 
after posting 3-1 rides, and Armer claimed the 
third-place brass with his 2-3 tally.

KX125-mounted Tim Muterspaugh totally 
spanked the other “candidates” in the 125cc B 
class at the next-to-last round of the U S. Eastern 
Spring Motocross Series, held at Actiontown 
Motocross.

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Neese leaves Birch Creek 
Motocross a winner

Two of the Southeast’s most respected racers, 
Jim Neese and Kevin Walker, came to the final 
round of the U.S. Eastern Spring Motocross 
Series and put on a show of talent, contesting 
three classes against one another. Neese put his 
Pirelli/FMF/Tom Morgan Racing-built Yama- 
has out front when all was said and done in the 
125cc A, 250cc A-and Over 25 A classes, despite 
the fact that Walker came out swinging. Walker 
won the first moto of each class aboard his Pro- 
Action/MSR/FMF-backed Yamahas, but it was 
not enough to hold off Neese. 

While every moto in which the pair compet- 
ed was great, the best of the day was the second 
250cc A moto. Neese grabbed the holeshot, only 
to have Walker come blazing past him aboard 
his YZ400 before the pack hit the first turn. The 
same scenario happened more than once. 

“1 would get out of the gate perfect, have the 
holeshot, and Kevin (Walker) would just blow 
by me by the end of the straight," said Neese. 
"And my bikes are fast." 

The two riders proceeded to wage an intense 
three-lap battle, running a pace that put them in 
the top 10 of a National. 

"That was the funnest three laps I’ve had in 
a long time," said Walker, "but after he got back 
by me that last time, I just couldn't make up the 
difference." 

When the flag fell on the final Pro moto of 
the series, it was Neese securing his third class 
win over Walker. Third place went to series 
champion Mike Martin. Martin was slightly 
overshadowed by the lead pair but he was the 
most consistent throughout the series, landing 
his Renthal/No Fear/Pro Art Works Yamahas at 
the top of the list in three classes. Martin took 
the championships in the 125cc A, 250cc A and 
Over 25 A classes by putting in strong, steady 
rides throughout the series. 

Tight mini racing went on as well. A pair of 
Kawasaki riders from North Carolina went at it 
tooth and nail in both of their 80cc (12-13) class 
motos. Sam Fitzwater took the District 13 Cham- 
pionship in the 80cc (7-11) class last year and has 
continued his winning ways in the 80cc (12-13) 
class. Fitzwater tracked down Wes Gauldin in 
both motos after suffering mediocre starts, reeling 
in the early-moto leader both times to take the 
overall win. Gauldin never let go of Fitzwater, but 
he just could not muster up a pass attempt and 
had to settle for a pair of seconds. Zach Turner 
slid into the top three in moto two, putting him- 
self on the podium, while Tripp Bernhard and 
Ryan Thibodeau rounded out the top five overall.

Faria wins Fast Friday opener

Three-time U.S. National Speedway Champion 
Mike Faria opened up the 1999 Fast Fridays 
Speedway season with an impressive victory in 
the Scratch main. Youngster Ian Essary made his 
presence felt with a win in the Handicap main 
event, while the second- and third-division 
main-event wins went to Mike Browne and Mar- 
vin Webster, respectively. 

The 1999 A&S BMW Motorcycles Fast Fri- 
days Speedway season opener drew an overflow 
crowd in excess of 5000 fans to the Gold Coun- 
try Fairgrounds in central Auburn - a larger total 
than any longtime fan could ever remember see- 
ing on an opening night. 

Essary began the Handicap main from the 
front of the pack on the zero-yard line, giving 
him the early lead. Twenty-yard-line starter Ian 
Ferris quickly closed in as the race headed 
around the first set of turns. Former Junior 
Speedway champion Matt Becker got a great

start from the 30-yard stripe, and he looked like- 
ly to move up quickly, but he entered turn one 
too fast and had to go wide to avoid hitting Fer- 
ris. Becker ended up in fifth place. Tommy Hed- 
den was the lone rider to start from the 40-yard 
line, and he worked hard to move his way up to 
second place but then fell all alone on lap three 
and ended his Handicap race in sixth place. 
Rounding out the start of the six-rider main 
were former British League veterans Mike Faria 
and Charlie Venegas, who both began the final 
from the 50-yard line. Venegas was the first of 
the pair off the line as the green flag flew, but he 
could not make up much ground on the leaders 
on the slick groove and ultimately had to settle 
for third place. Faria seemed content to follow 
Venegas in the freight train and was credited 
with fourth. 

Meanwhile, up front, Essary remained smooth 
throughout the event and was never seriously 
threatened aboard his Apex Motorsports/ Arnett 
Jawa. Like Essary, the flawlessly performing Fer- 
ris never changed his running position in the 
entire race and garnered the second spot. 

The Scratch main did not run nearly as 
smoothly as the Handicap main. Bart Bast ran 
into the back of Faria after a poor start out of 
gate two and fell, causing a restart. Tommy 
Hedden had the inside pole position but did not 
get a good jump in the restart and found himself 
trailing both Faria and Venegas, who got away 
quickly from lanes three and four, respectively.

The pack of 46 
riders disappeared into the front supercross sec- 
tion and up the national hill. Carsten was the 
first to come off the hill, with Carpenter pressur- 
ing him. Wundrack, Rockwell and Sam Yan- 
nitelli rounded out the top five. 

Carpenter made his move for the lead on the 
ski jump on lap two. Carsten and Carpenter 
launched off the ski jump side by side, but Car- 
penter had the advantage at the following cor- 
ner and made the pass. When the top five came 
off the hill, Carpenter was still out front. Car- 
penter began to open up a small lead on 
Carsten, but Carsten never let Carpenter get out 
of striking distance. 

The top five remained the same for laps 
three and four. Carpenter took the white flag 
with a triple for the crowd. Yannitelli passed 
Rockwell for fourth on the downhill straight by 
the start area. Rockwell dropped to fifth and 
was being pressured by Gaylon Dickson in 
sixth. Dickson moved up to fifth by the time the 
leaders went up the national hill. Carsten was 
first off the hill, with Carpenter close behind 
Carsten managed to hold off Carpenter, but it 
was close. Carpenter tripled and Carsten dou- 
bled the downhill, with Carsten taking the win 
by a front tire. Rounding out the top five were 
Wundrack, Dickson and Yannitelli. 

Carsten managed to get another good start in 
the second 250cc Expert moto, but Mark Hopkins, 
Rockwell, Carpenter and Yannitelli were close 
behind.

Carsten still had the lead off the hill on the 
last lap, with Boyesen now in second, Carpenter 
dropped to third and Hopkins and Yannitelli 
fourth and fifth. Carsten took the win and the 
overall, with Boyesen, Carpenter, Hopkins and 
Yannitelli trailing. 

Aaron Kopp absconded with the holeshot in 
the first Over 25 Expert moto but quickly gave 
up the lead to David Kratz. Kopp dropped to 
second, Boyesen was third, Dickson was fourth 
and Kevin Brown was fifth. Near the end of the 
first lap, Boyesen blew by Kopp for second on 
the uphill straight after the Broome-Tioga dinner 
table. Kopp dropped to third. Dickson passed 
Kopp on lap two, dropping him to fourth. The 
top five were now Kratz, Boyesen, Dickson, 
Kopp and Mike Finnerty. The top five spread 
out for the rest of the moto, with no real battles 
developing. The moto's finishing order went in 
the record books as Kratz, Boyesen, Dickson, 
Kopp and Finnerty. 

Dickson procured the holeshot in the second 
moto, with Kratz, Cole and Jason Orr in tow. 
When the top five emerged from the front of the 
course, they were now Dickson, Kratz, Cole, 
Finnerty and Stephen Desiderio. Finnerty got 
Cole for third on the last lap. At the moto's end, 
the order was Dickson, Kratz, Finnerty, Cole 
and Desiderio.

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Nyblod hews out Woodland 
Motocross wins

WOODLAND, WA, MAY 8 

Vintage motocross pioneer Dallas Nyblod rode 
his 1974 Yamaha YZ250 to a two-class overall- 
win tally at the final round of the Northwest 
Vintage Motocross Series, held at the Woodland 
Motocross Park. Nyblod was back on his form 
of old, posting class wins in the 250cc Expert 
and Over 40 Expert classes at the Vintage Dirt- 
sanctioned event. 

The win was not a cakewalk for Nyblod, 
though, as Grayson Hart, arguably the top North- 
west Expert, hounded Nyblod in both classes. 
Hart's normally dominant day was one of frustra- 
tion and disappointment for the former Pro. Hart 
posted a DNF in moto one of the 250cc Expert 
class while running up front. At Hart's dismise, 
Nyblod inherited the lead position on the final lap 
to lead Dennis Sweeten and Joe Casey to the finish. 

Hart came back to lead Nyblod and the rest 
of the field to top moto two, but the win, com- 
bined with his moto-one DNF, still saw Hart 
lose for the first time this season. Nyblod capi- 
talized on the misfortune of Hart for an overall 
win via his impressive 1-2 finishes. Sweeten 
grabbed second with a 2-3 score, and Casey's 3-4 
topped Chris Miller's 4-5 for third. 

In the combined Intermediate class, Honda- 
mounted Cody Sprague did a number on the 
competition by not only hounding the Expert 
riders but also taking a 1-1 sweep of the class, 
ahead of Jon Stuart, LaFaye McCarver, John 
Zigler and Marty Welter. 

In the first Over 30/Over 40 moto, Nyblod 
followed Casey off the line at the start of the first 
moto and then made a move on Casey, who was 
hammered by transmission problems through- 
out the day. Nyblod opened up a huge lead 
ahead of Casey, who barely edged Hart at the 
finish. Hart crashed in turn one on the opening 
lap and forged through traffic to net third. 

Hart overcame his moto-one woes to lead 
Nyblod to the finish in moto two. Both riders 
earned overall wins in their respective classes, 
since Hart was contesting the Over 30 class and 
Nyblod the Over 40. Nyblod's Over 40 win came 
ahead of CZ riders Bob Rush and Randy Scism. 
Dana Salsman netted the Intermediate win in the 
Over 40 class, ahead of Bill Crager and Bill 
Brown. Keith Webster won the Over 30 Interme- 
diate class, beating Christopher James and Zigler. 

Hart's rare misfortune came to an end after 
the Maico rider beat fellow Maico rider Sweeten 
to the finish in the first Open Expert Evolution- 
class moto, winning by less than half a wheel.

With five laps down and five to go, Roed- 
er had the Roeder H-D/KK Supply/ Arai/Motion 
Pro-backed XR out front and he was in command. 

Sentell yielded to Morehead and Beattie with 
two laps to go. Roeder dominated on a track that 
fit his style. 

“At least on these kind of tracks," he said, “it 
is as rough in turn one and two as I have ever 
seen it."

Stewart fastest at 
Cayuga Hillclimb

CAYUGA, IN, MAY 2 

Brent Stewart and Andy Fortner were the fast- 
time setters at the Pleasure Riders-promoted 
Cayuga Hillclimb. Fortner set blistering times 
the day before the event and the day of the 
event, but Stewart responded well and on his 
second ride he held the throttle open a millisec- 
ond longer to post a 2.922-second run. The run 
was the fastest yet. 

Fortner also looked good on his second run, 
but he lost a bit of traction when he landed off 
the first jump and slowed to a 3.012-second 
time. The four runs by the two fast riders were 
top times of the day. 

Mike Hillard took second in the 400cc class 
with a 3.858-second time, while Mark Goodman 
Jr. was the runner-up in the 600cc class with a 
fine 3.077-second run. 

Not winning the overall Fast Time trophy 
was Fortner’s only disappointment of the day, 
as he scored wins in four other classes. His time 
of 3.156 seconds on his RM250 edged out Good- 
man again. Goodman turned in a 3.204-second 
time on his KX250. In 750cc-class action, Fortner 
posted yet another top time: a blazing 3.034 sec- 
onds. But Fortner was not finished, as he added 
wins in the 400cc Exhibition and Open Exhibi- 
tion classes with times of 3.174 on his RM250 
and 3.140 on his CR500. 

Goodman was the runner-up in both classes 
and pressed Fortner hard, especially in Open 
action, where his 3.085-second first-round ride 
had him in the lead. His 3.045-second time on 
his second run fell only five-thousandths of a 
second short of Fortner's time. 

A couple of hard crashes stirred concern in the 
onlookers. Just like the big guys, 14-year-old 
Damon Mayo flew his CR80 over the double jump

and high over the top to take the 85cc Youth-class 
win with an outstanding 4.398-second time.

ESPN all the time," said a bespec- 

tacled man wearing a blue suit 
and carrying a briefcase, looking identi- 
cal to the thousand or so middle-man- 
agement types wandering around the 
Los Angeles Convention Center. 

The man, standing with a colleague, 
was looking at the line of people waiting 
to get Jeremy "Showtime" McGrath's 
autograph. About 40 people were 
patiently waiting their turn to stand in 
front of the big blue-and-red platform to 
have a few words with the champ and 
score one of the 8x10-inch black-and- 
white glossies he was signing with a 
blue Sharpie pen. 

The afternoon before, McGrath's 
public-relations person, Cheryl, had 
called me up, telling me that "MC" was 
going to be doing an autograph signing 
to help launch his new video game, 
"Jeremy McGrath Supercross 2000." So 

_ the next afternoon, I climbed into my 
race car, hopped on the Harbor Free- 
way, and hotfooted it to downtown Los 
Angeles for the Electronic Entertain- 
ment Expo (known in industry circles as 
"E3"), which is one of the largest trade 
shows in the world. And it was there, 
among a crazy swirl of light, blaring 
noise, autograph hounds, celebrities and 
Disneyland-esqe mascots, that we came 
upon our man. 

Set up at the base of the massive, 
astonishingly bright Acclaim Sports 
booth (Acclaim is the producer of the 
McGrath game), we looked on as Jeremy 
signed one autograph after another. 
From the surroundings, it was quite evi- 
dent that Acclaim had dug deep into the 
corporate war chest to create and mar- 
ket the McGrath game, and the display, 
which was built around our sport's ver- 
sion of Babe Ruth, featured a large 
image of McGrath flying on his Chapar- 
ral Yamaha. 

In the coming year, the video-game 
industry, which raked in $6.3 billion in 
1998, will surpass the movie industry in 
gross earnings. That being the case, 
there is currently a cash-fueled feeding 
frenzy going on among the major com-

while, they were still slugging it out in the stadiums, 
where Bob Hannah clinched the AMA Supercross Title 
at the New Orleans Superdome with a sixth-place fin- 
ish. Steve Wise (Hon) won the race after battling with 
Jimmy Weinert (Kaw)... Defending 500cc World Cham- 
pion Kenny Roberts (Yam) won the Spanish GP in Jara- 
ma, Spain. Roberts also moved into the series points 
lead, ahead of Virginio Ferrari... Bruce Penhall, Bobby 
Schwartz and Kelly Moran made up three-fifths of the 
U.S. speedway team that advanced to the semifinal 
round of the World Team Cup. Team USA finished sec- 
ond to New Zealand in the British qualifier at Reading,

video-game marketing people. (For the 
record, before I left the advertising busi- 
ness to work with Davey Coombs on 
Racer X Illustrated, I was part of a team

As fate would 
have it, just 
across the red- 
carpeted hallway 
from the Acclaim 
booth was the 
opulent Enter- 
tainment Arts 
(the “EA - It’s in 
the Game!” folks) 
display. The EA 
people trotted 
out their new 
motocross game, 
“Supercross 
2000,” in a major 
way. Hanging 
from the ceiling 
was a KX250, 

while in the showroom was a major 
bank of big-screen, flat-panel displays in 
which people could test-drive the game. 
And test-drive they did, as scores of 
people wandered over to try their hand 
at being Jimmy Button, Jeff Emig or 
Ryan Hughes (not to mention any of the 
other big stars they have signed up to be 
featured in the game). Other games such 








as "Supercross Circuit" (by 989) and 
"Championship Motocross featuring 
Ricky Carmichael” (by THQ) were also 
being pitched at redline levels in L.A. 

Wandering around the show and see- 
ing motocross and supercross enjoying 
such a major presence among such col- 
orfully named games as "Dukes of Haz- 
ard: Racing for Home," "Thrasher Mag- 
azine Skate and Destroy," and "Planet 
of the Apes," was encouraging. In fact, 
in my mind, it was just another sign of 
the sport’s burgeoning growth in the 
American mainstream market. That 
being said, the best part of the show was 
watching Jeremy McGrath hold court in 
a room filled with thousands of video- 
game people, all of them trying to outdo 
one another. 

“Tt was pretty cool, and I’m surprised 
so many people knew who I was," said 
McGrath in typically modest fashion 
while rubbing his arm after signing so 
many autographs. "There was a pretty 
good line of people the whole time, but 
the people were a little bit different than 
the people that come to the supercross 
races - maybe not quite as enthusiastic." 

Nevertheless, at the end of the day, 
MC was one of the key attractions of the 
show, and it's great to see our man being 
grouped in with such big-time'sports- 
men as Brett Favre, Derek Jeter, Randall 
Cunningham and Dale Earnhardt. 

For years, motocross has had to look 
on as sports such as mountain-bike rac- 
ing, surfing, rollerblading and (gasp) 
pro beach volleyball were led out into 
the bright light of mainstream - and, as a 
result, corporate - acceptance. That 
wasn't the case this year at E3. Men- 
tioned in a host of mass-media outlets 
(“Supercross 2000’ and ‘Supercross Cir- 
cuit’ are authentic motocross games that 
are worth the ride,” declared USA 
Today, along with a picture in their 
“Life” section), it is clear that motocross 
was a Star player in the pulsating L.A. 
Convention Center. And as for Jeremy 
McGrath... Well, he was perhaps the 
biggest and brightest player of them all.
